Washington, March 1.—Senator

The ground of the president's objec- | 
tion is that the Hoar amendment, in 
limiting the operation of franchises to 


one year after the establishment of a 
permanent civil government, resembles 


too closely the Foraker program for 
Cuba, and is liable to encourage among 
the Filipinos an unjustifiable hope of | 
ultimate independence. Politically, 
whether economically or not, he thinks 
the franchise limitation in Cuba was a! 
good thing, because it seemed to satisfy 
many suspicious Cubans of the integ 
rity of our purpose in thelrisland. In 
the Philippines he fears that the po 
litical effect may be disastrous. Jie 
would rather veto the bill and call an 
extra session thanacceptsuchterms, — | 
Mr. Hoar {is a frank man, not given 
to indirection of method; so it is not be- 
lieved that his purpose was to do more 
than smother any plans of exploitation 
which appeared to be on foot. For this 
reason it is thonglt possible that a com- 
promise may be drafted, equally ac- 
ceptable to the president and to Mr. 
Hoar and his followers in the senate, 
forbidding the grant of any franchise!

man Succumbs to Pneumonia 

New York, March 1.—Willam M. 
Evarts died at his home in this city 
yesterday, aged 83 years. Death was 
| caused by pneumonia, 
were the dying man’s wife and all of 
his surviving eight children. Mr. 
Evarts was the nominal head of the law 
firm of Evarts, Choate & Beaman, 
although for 10 years he had not been 
in active practice, latterly being with- 
out the use of his eyes, and otherwise 
feeble. 

Mr. Evarts was of sturdy New Eng- 
land stock. He was born in Boston 
Yeb. 6, 1818. He was the son of Jere- 
miah Evarts. On his mother’s side he 
was a grandson of Roger Sherman, the 
signer of the Declaration of Independ- 


ence and the colonial statesman and 
jurist. Mr. Evarts was thus a cousin 


of Senator Hoar. His futher was a 
native of Sunderland, Vt., was grad- 


uated at Yale in 1802, studied law and) 


was adniiited to the bar in 1806. He 
was or a religious turn and a philan- 
thropist. 

The son, the future lawyer and states- 
man, inherited his serious-mindedness 
from the father. He was prepared for 
college in the Boston Latin school, and 
was graduated at Yale In 1837. He 
studied law in the Harvard law school 
and in the orfice of Daniel Lord of New 
York city, and was admitted to the 
bar of New York in 1841. He gave un- 
divided attention to law, and soon es- 
tablished a reputation for learning and 
ability. 

He argued many cases of national in- 
terest, being chief counsel for President 
Johnson when an attempt was made to 
impeach him in 1868. The memorable 
presidential dispute of 1876 was the 
second great national controversy iu 
which Mr. Pvarts was a prominent fig-

It is understood that the bill is drawn 
by Robert M, Morse, who has represent- 
ed the Bay State Gas company of Dela- 
ware, controlled by J. E. Addicks. This 
latter company is also represented in 
the Boston gas situation through its 
control of a substantial gas plant, and is 
engaged in making and selling gas to 
the Dorchester, South Boston and Bos- 
ton gas companies. ‘These latter com- 
panies, however, are in a measure con- 
trolled by Mr. Whitney. 

All the companies with the exception 
of the Bay State of Delaware and the 
New England Gas and Coke company 
are organized under the laws of this 
State, and are under the authority of 
the gas and electric light commissioners. 
The new bill for consolidation of all 
these interests will come from these 
gas commissioners, and it is hoped will 
solve the problem of capitalization and 
diversity of interest which has proved 
a stumbling block for investigation com- 
mittees. The announcement made of 
this compromise gas bill caused a great 
sensation, and the bill will be eagerly 
scanned when it is presented.

Washington, March 2.—By a vote of 
159 to 154 the house yesterday concurred 
in the senate samendments to the army 
appropriation bili, thus removing all 
possibility of un extra session, It was 
a strict party vote, with the exception 
of Messrs. McCall of Massachusetts, 
Loud of California, Driscoll of New 
York and Mann of Illinois, who voted 
with the Democrats. Mr. Cooper ot 
Wisconsin answered present, and war 
not paired. The bill now goes to the 
president. 

The debate was not especially note- 
worthy. ‘The Philippine and Cuban 
amendinents were defended by the Re- 
publicans and assailed by the Demo 
crats, The only exciting incident oc- 
eurred at the close of the debate, when 
Mr. Hull of lowa, whose name had been 
connected with a lumber and develop 
ment company in the Philippines, frank- 
ly acknowledged that he had invested 
money in it.

Most Popular Names In Navy. 


There is considerable food for re- 
flection in the register of the commis- 
sioned and warrant officers of the navy 
of the United States and of the ma- 
rine corps which has just come from 
the printer. It shows a most aston- 
ishing growth within the last 15 years. 
From a handful of officers and ships 
the navy has increased to 1,838 com- 
missioned officers, 17,500 enlisted men, 


2,500 apprentices and, counting the 
ships under construction, a fleet of 
293 vessels. 


In the list of first rate commissioned 
ships are found seven first class battle- 
ships, of which the Alabama is the 
largest; one second class. battleship, 
the Texas; two armored cruisers, the 
Brooklyn and New York; four protect- 
ed cruisers, the Columbia, Minneapo- 
lis, Chicago and Olympia, and the 
double turret monitor Puritan. Of sec- 
ond rate ships the converted cruiser 
Buffalo is the largest and the Boston 
and Atlanta the smallest. The Yankee 
heads the list of third raters, with the 
Annapolis type of composite gunboat 
at the foot. The navy now owns only 
six sailing ships and a similar number 
of receiving vessels. In the unservice- 
able list the New Hampshire, Omaha, 
Constitution, lroquois, Nipsic, St. 
Louis, Dale, Minnesota, Marion and 
Yantie are mentioned. 

In the “under construction” class are 
Hsted the Georgia. New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, of 15.000 tons displace- 
ment each: the Virginia and Rhode 
Island, each of 14,600 tons: the Ohio, 
Maine and Missouri, of 12,500 tons 
each, and the Wisconsin and Lllinois, 
each of 11,525 tons. These vessels are 
all battleships of the tirst class. Also 
in the “under construction” class are 
the armored cruisers California, Ne- 
braska and West Virginia, of 14,000 
tons; the Maryland, Colorado and 
South Dakofa, of 13,600 tons, and the 
protected cruisers St. Louis, Milwau- 
kee and Charleston, each of 9.600 tons. 
There are 4 monitors, 1 gunboat, 16 
torpedo boat destroyers, 15 torpedo 
boats and 7 submarine torpedo boats 
also on the stocks. 

During the year there were 16 resig- 
nations, the most important being that 
of Lieutenant George P. Blow, who 
was identified with the Maine disaster. 
In this list were a few naval cadets 
who were permitted to resign to es- 
cape dismissal for inefficiency. The 
retirements numbered 38 and include 
two rear admirals, Benjamin F. Day 
and Alex H. McCormick; six captains, 
three commanders, seven lieutenant 
commanders, four medical directors, 


one pay director and one surgeon. The 
retirements from the marine corps 


were two. The death list numbers 33 
and inelndes Rear Admirals Stembel, 
Sicard, McNair and Philip, Commodore 
Mayo and three lieutenant comimand- 
ers. There were and 
one naval cadet was dropped. 

Admiral Dewey is the head of the 
active list of the navy, and John Ad- 
ams Howell. president of the retiring 
board, is the senior otticer of the grade 
of rear admiral. John Joseph Read of 
the uavy yard at Philadelphia is the 
junior rear admiral. Mortimer Lan- 
rence Johnson, captain of the Boston 
yard, heads the grade of captain. Cap- 
tains Crowninshield, Melville, O'Neill 
and Bradford, who are chiefs of bu- 
reaus, have the rank of rear admiral. 
Altogether there are 70 captains. Of 
commanders there are 112. The senior 
officer of that grade is Franklin Han- 
ford, who is the commandant of the 
naval station at Cavite. 

Of the 170 lieutenant 
Theodore Porter of the naval station 
at Port Royal is the senior officer. 
There 300 lieutenants. with James 
Ilenry Glennon of the Vicksburg at 
the head of the grade. The junior 
grade lieutenants number 101, the en 
signs 111, with the same number of 
haval cadets, 

There are 39 living rear admirals on} 
the retired list, with Thomas Oliver 
Selfridge at the head; S commodores, 
§ captains and 24 commanders. The 
active marine corps Includes 1 briga- 
dier general, 10 members of the gen- 
eral staff, 5 colonels, 5 lieutenant colo- 
nels, 10 majors, 59 captains, 58 first 
lieutenants and 53 second lieutenants. 
The list shows that the majority of 
the retired officers live in Washington, 
but Bancroft Gherardi resides in East 
Orange, James Entwistle at Paterson, 
William Campbell Gibson and Charles 
Stewart Norton in Brooklyn and Jo- 
seph Nelson Miller, Alfred Taylor Ma- 
ban and Henry Erben in New York 
city. One, Henry Schuyler Ross, gives 
his residence as Florence, Italy, but 
this is a special privilege. 

Three rear admirals on the active list | 
were born south of Maryland. They are 
Silas Wright Terry and John Critten- 
den Watson of Kentucky and Bartlett 
Jefferson Cromwell of Georgia. In 
former years it was unusual to get 
more than one rear admiral from the 
south.

About the middle of May he begins 
taking out the old plants and all soil 
put in the previous year. After all de- 
cayed lumber has been replaced with 
new he closes all ventilators, making 
the house as tight as possible, allowing 
the temperature to run as high as the 
bright sun of this season of the year 
will make it. After a day or two of 
this, when the house cools down at 
night, there ts a fine incubator for in- 
sects and fungus. 

He leaves the house in this condition 
for two or three bright days, then in 
the evening takes in a liberal amount 
of sulphur and sets it on fire, making a 
thorough fumigation; in the morning 
opens the ventilators, giving the house 
plenty of fresh air, and then has a 
house as fresh and clean as when new.

TAGGED FISH. 


Thousands at Large Bearing Uncle 
Sam's Ownership Brand, 

It seems rather an odd Idea to fasten 
metal tags to marine fishes and then let 
them loose in the ocean with the idea 
of identifying them as individuals in 
case they happen to be caught at a fu- 
ture time, but this is what the United 
States fish commission is doing just 
now with cod, 1,500 of which have 
been duly tagged and released this 
year. 

No two tags are alike, the markings 
on them being stamped in a series of 
letters and numbers, a record of which 
is kept in a book in such a manner 
that if a tagged codfish turns up a mo- 
ment’s reference to the memoranda will 
furnish the history of that particular 
specimen, with date of liberation, 
weight, ete. for example, a cod wear- 
ing a tag with the raised inscription 
“S 100” has a complete identification 
card, so that she cannot be mixed up 
with any other fish entered in the com- 
mission’s ledger.

Washington, March 5.—One of the 
most notable occurrences in the history 
of congressional legislation marked the 
closing hours of the last session of the 
senate of the Fifty-sixth congress 
Senator Carter of Montana signalized 
his retirement from the senate by talk 
ing the river and harbor bill to death.

In retiring as president pro tem of the 
senate, Mr. Frye, in response to a res 
elution of thanks for his courtesy and 
impartiality, delivered a brief but tell- 
ing address to the senate.

SLASHED HER THROAT 


Boston Man Kills His Wife 
Without Warning 


HE HAD BEEN OUT OF WORK 
His Victim Was Living With Her 
Mother, Who Receives Bad Cuts 
While Endeavoring to Protect Her 


Daughter From Furious Assault 


Boston, March 7.—The Boston police 
are investigating one of the most brutal 


| crimes which has demanded their at- 


tention in years. ‘Thomas J. Burns, 
despondent, he says, over his failure to 
obtain steady employment, killed his 
young wife Hannah, to whom he had 
been married less than two months, by 
cutting her throat with a razor at her 
mother’s home, 2 Washington place, 
South Boston, late yesterday afternoon. 
Twenty winutes later Burns was in 


custody. 
Burns is 24 years of age, and his 
wife was one year younger. Burns 


was married Jan. 20 to Miss Hannah 
Dooley, an employe in the marking 
room of one of the large department 
stores, where Burns hiwself Lad been 
employed until he lost his position 
something overa yearago. Since that 
time he has been employed as a waiter 
in different places, but his income was 
small and irregular. 

When first married the couple went 
to live on Harrison avenue, but on 
| Feb. 22 Mrs. Burns went to her mother’s 

bome to keep her sister company while 
her mother was in a hospital, Last 
Monday Burns, who was then working 
in a South Boston restaurant, left his 
place, sold a violin, and with the pro 
ceeds went to New York to look for 
work. After reaching there, he SAVS 
the thought came over him that if he 
reinained there he might be arrested 
for non-support, and so he came back 
to Boston, arriving yesterday  morn- 
ing. 

He went to a pawnbroker’s shop 
where he purchased a razor, and about 
11 o'clock he calied at his wife’s home. 
He talked with his wife and her mother, 
and at the laiter’s invitation stayed to 
dinner, and remained during the after- 
noon, About 5 o'clock, while they werk 
in the entry way of the tenement, Purns 
asked his wife to return with him to 
the Harrison avenue house, which she 
refused to do. Then, pulling the razor 
from his pocket, he made a yiciou. 
Slash at her, cutting her throat in a hor- 
rible manner. Mrs. Dooley, hearing 
her daughter's cries, sought to protect 
her, when Burns attacked her, inflicting 
bad cuts on the elder woman's cheek 
and forehead. Meanwhile Mrs. Burns 
had run down stairs and fallen ex- 
hausted in the lower hallway, expiring 
in a few minutes. 

Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Watts, who oc- 
cupied the lower tenement, were pow 
erless to restrain Burns, who rushed 
from the house as soon as he fully real 
| ized the result of his attack. He was, 
however, quickly intercepted by two 
ofticers, and locked up. surns did not 
seem to be under the influence of liquor 
} at the time, but had the appearance of 
|} a man who was recovering from a pro- 

tratied spree. The body of the mur- 

dered woman was taken to the morgue, 
while Mrs. Dooley’s younds were 
dressed by a physician at her home. 
The arrest of Burns so quickly was an 
accident, almost. An officer saw Burns 
coming along with blood on his hand. 


He remarked to a brother officer that 


he guessed he had been fighting and it 


was best to speak to him. The offices 


did so, and Burns said, “I’ve done it; 1 
| then locked the man up.

MILNER TAKES A HAND

iN CONGRESS 


Morgan Warns England Not to En- 
force Clayton-Bulwer Treaty 

Washington, March 7.—Again yes- 
terduy Vice President Roosevelt was 
the central figure of the opening pro- 
ceedings of the senate. When he ap 
peared at his desk to call the senate to 
order, a wave of applause swept over 
the thronged galleries. He evidently 


‘Was impatient at the demonstration, 


and sharply tapping his desk with the 
gavel, warned the spectators that a 
repetition of the applause would re- 
sult in an order to clear the galleries. 
After a brief debate, the amendment 
to the rules of the senate, placing a limit 
upon debate, offered Tuesday by Sena- 
tor Platt (Conn.), was referred to the 
cominittee on rules. ‘The debate de- 
veloped the fact that no intention ex- 
ists on the part of the proponents of 
the amendment to urge its discussion 
at the present extraordinary session. 
Mr. Morgan, who on ‘Tuesday offered 
a resolution declaring the abrogation ef 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty between the 
United States and Great Britain, ad- 
dressed the senate for nearly two hours 
upon his proposition. He declared that 
if Great Britain should endeavor to 
force the terms of the treaty the effort 
would result in a war which the great 
empire, which had controlled for scores 
of years the commerce of the world, 
would be swept from power, and her 
new king would be left with only sov- 
ereignty over his own island. 


CHANDLER AT THE HEAD 


Spanish Claims Committee Has a 
Difficult Task to Perform 
Washington, March 7.—x-Senator 
William KE. Chandler of New Hamp 
shire has been selected to be president 
of the Spanish claims commission. The 
other appointments will soon follow, 
and it is intended that the commission 
shall get to work as soon as possible, in 
view of the vast amount of work to be 

done. 

In form and method of doing business, 
this commission will approximate the 
Alabama claims commission, rather 
than any of the international commis- 
sious that have sat in recent years. 
Unless hereafter authorized by con- 
gress, this commission will not consider 
any of the cliims of citizens of other 
nations than the United States fordam 
ages sustained during the war, so that 
the vast aggrerate of the claims of for- 
eign bondholders and of fereign cor- 
poratious, such as cable companies, 
steamship Companies, ete., will have te 
be otherwise adjusted if they are ad- 
mitted to treatment atall. 'The French 
Claims alone, on account of losses sus- 
tained through French citizens in Cuba 
by the insurrection and the Spanish- 
American war, aggregate 15,700,000 
frances, and the Ge in claims probably 
are in excess of this sum. 

Appropriations of $1,440,062,545 

Washington, March 7.—Representa- 
tive Cannon, chairman of the house 
committee on appropriations, and Rep 
resentative Livingston, the senior Dem- 
ocratic member of the conunittee, have 
prepared statements of the appropria- 
tions of the Fifty-sixth congress. Both 
place the total appropriations for the 
congress at $1,440,062,545, those for the 
first session at ST10,150,8e2, and for the 
second at $729,911,683. Mr. Cannon 
publishes a table showing the expendi- 
tures of the previous congress to be $1,- 
568,212,637, and Mr. Livingston makes 
a comparison with the Fiity-fourth con- 
gress, which appropriated $1,044,580,-

Paris, Mareh 7.—The seconds of Paul 
Deroulede and Andre Buffet met yes- 
terday to discuss the question of the 
preposed duel. suffet’s representa- 
tives declared that he had not insulted 
Deroulede and that there was no ground 
for 2 duel, ‘This decision was tele 
graphed to Deroulede in Madrid, and he 
immediately wired Buffet that he was 
“a royalliar.’ ‘This insulting message 
renders a duel inevitable.

CIGAR MAKING BY MUSIC. 


These Manufacturers Have a New 
Plan to Make Girls Work. 

A cigar manufacturing firm in Tren- 
ton is attracting the attention of the 
labor world by certain innovations for 
maintaining order, holding the atten- 
tlon and increasing the efficiency of the 
200 young women cigar makers em- 
ployed in its factory. 

A piano has been placed in the large 
workroom, aud a young woman is em- 
ployed to play it for two hours each 
day. To keep the girls off the streets 
at noon a teacher has been hired to 
give free singing lessons at the factory 
during the noon hour. 

These innovations in New Jersey and 
elsewhere in the northern states, assert 
those well acquainted with the cigar 
manufacturing industry, have been 
adopted generally in Cuba. Nearly evy- 
ery large factory there has its reader 
or musician. 

Cigarette factories in Spain, it is said, 
are similarly equipped. The reader, ei- 
ther a man or a woman, is employed to 
read aloud to employees from the lat- 
est Spanish novels or from the daily 
newspapers. The musician fills the 
same role as that of the performer en- 
gaged in the New Jersey factory.

For His Actions 

Berlin, March 8.—The wound in Em- 
peror William’s cheek caused by the 
pice of iron thrown at him by Deitrict 
Weiland is more serious that was at 
first supposed. It is considered barely 
possible that blood poisoning may set in. 

| though the physicians feel pretty confi- 
dent that the wound will cure safely. 

During an examination at the town 
hall Weiland underwent several epilep- 
tic paroxysms. The excuse for the out- 
rage was apparent when the pockets of 
the prisoner were searched, for in them 
medicaments were found showing that 
he had been a chronic sufferer from 
epilipsy. 

Welland’s examination proved that he 
was hot responsible for his actions. He 
said he felt unwell Wednesday and 
feared an epileptic attack. While he 
was walting for the arrival of the em- 
peror, the sound of a fountain playing 
in a court yard, mingling with the 
voices of the crowd, caused him to 
imagine that he was sailing a ship, his 
former vocation having been that of 
ship's captain. Under this illusion his 
excitement increased, and he attempted 
to heave a lead and three pieces of iron. 
Then he lost consciousness. The mis- 
sile was a fish plate weighing 550 
srammes,

“Within the past few years men have 
come to realize that a large portion of 
the earth’s surface is charged 
gold. Gold is indissoluble, and when 
gravel banks are cut away it is not 
easily carried off by streams to the 
sea as is the case with other 
Instead it is carried along, broken up 
into finer and finer fragments and 
gradually deposited alluvial 
plains. 

“The new systems of mining which 
have recently been discovered will 
have produced by the middle, of the 
present century an almost intolerable 
supply of gold. I cannot say detinitely 
what the increase will be, but I should 
think at the least that the present sup 
ply will be quadrupled. On the conti- 
nent of America alone I have estimated 
that the amount of gold to be won 
from gravel within the next 100 years 
will be worth 1,000, 000,000,

TO REPLACE “HELLO GIRLS” 


New Device to Do Away With Cen- 
tral Telephone Stations. 


A new invention threatens to do 
away almost entirely with the tele- | 
phone girl and to make every subscrib- 
er his own “Central.” 

There is now being constructed in a 
shop at Forestville, Conn., an appara- 
tus with this object in view. It is the 
design of an electrician in the employ 


of the Providence Electric company 
of Providence. Wealthy New York 
and Boston wen, it is said, are pro- 


moters of the scheme. 

Under the new system there will be 
ho more “hellos” with central office 
operators, but subscribers will be 
equipped with miniature switchboards 
and plugs. The lines will be num- 
bered, and each subscriber may call | 
any one he pleases without connection | 
with “Central.” When, however, long | 
distance connection is desired, it will | 
still be necessary to call a central office 
as at present. 

The new invention is called the auto- | 
commutator. It seems to be practically 
the same idea as that of the Provi- 
dence electrician. 

Every subscriber is supplied with an 
instrument consisting of a _ battery, 
transmitter, receiver, call bell and a 
movable dial with decimal figures. This 
dial revolves around a central pivot | 
and may be brought opposite any fig- 
ure desired. A toothed wheel is work- 
ed by this dial and connects with the 
battery, breaking the circuit of a num- | 
ber equal to the figure indicated by | 
each movement. 

The central office commutator is actu- 
ated by each emission of current thus | 
produced in the line. -.n electromag- 
net at each emission causes a vertical | 
rod to ascend one noteh. 

This rod has three horizontal pins | 
which can be brought in contact with | 


the extremities of all the wires, which | 
are arranged circularly, one alongside | 
the other in superposed rows at the | 
bottom of the apparatus. To obtain | 
greater resources in the combinations 
the two line wires are used separately. | 

After the subscriber has marked the | 
number of the person wanted he pushes | 
the call bell button and unhooks the 
telephone receiver. If there is a hum- 
ming sound, he knows that the line is | 
already in use. As it is possible to} 
bring the pins of the commutator rod | 
into contact with all the lines, ee 
which the extremities end at the bot- 
tom of the apparatus, this will suffice 
for about 100 subscribers.

Wireless Telephones, 

The Morning Post correspondent at 
Paris, says the London Star, records 
the discovery of wireless telephony. It 
said to be due to M. Maiche, a 
French inventor of some renown. M. 
Emile Gautier, the scientist, witnessed 
the experiments on Sunday last in the 
forest of St. Germain. 

The apparatus consisted of a trans- 
mitter put In communication with the 
ground by means of a chain and of two 
iron posts which were set up at any 
spot 1,000 vards distant at any spot de- 
sired, but for preference on damp soll. 
The two posts were placed from 25 to 
30 yards apart and were connected by 
a wire. The pliable wire of an ordinary 
telephone receiver was attached to one 
of the posts, and the apparatus was 
complete. With its aid M. Gautier was 
able to hear his friend, whose voice 
was perfectly recognizable, count up to 
100 with absolute distinetness. — 

In each ease the sound had been 
transmitted beyond all question by the 
earth, which, without the aid of a con- 
ducting wire, seemed to act precisely 
as if such a wire had been laid down.

Natural Gas Giving Ont, 

According to the last report of the 
United States geological survey, the 
fuel value of the natural gas in this 
country has decreased to about one- 
third of what it was a few years ago. 
It would require 5,400,000 tons of coal 
to equal in heating capacity the pro- 
duction of natural gas in 1899. Ten 
years ago this equivalent in amount of 
coal would be about 15,000,000 tons. 
The great gas producing districts are 
fast failing to produce, and in many 
places the pressure {s becoming so 
light that it Is impossible to secure any 
head whatever. Large industries that 
formerly used this fuel are substitut 
ling coal, closing down or working at a 
| loss.

Rain Resembles Blood 

Palermo, Sicily, March i11.—Ever since 
Saturday night a heavy red cloud has 
extended over the city, the sky beinga 
deep red. The rain now falling re- 
sembled drops of coagulated bloed 
This phenomenon fs attributed to dust 
from the African deserts, transported 
by the heavy south wind now blowing.

‘There was nothing 
in the nature of a counter proposition, 
hor was any opening left fer further 
action by the British government. It 
was stated that if there is to be a fur- 
ther attempt to amend the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty, so as to authorize the United 
States to construct a waterway across 
the isthmus, it remains for the United

Which Many Lives Were Lost 

Chicago, March 12.—By the explosion 
of the bolier in the Doremus laundry 
eight people were instantly killed, 42 
were injured and several are missing. 
The cause of the explosion had not been 
determined with accuracy as yet, and it 
will probably require an official in- 
vestigation to settle the matter. Pend- 
ing the verdict of the coroner's jury, A. 
L. Doremus, the proprietor of the laun- 
dry, is held in custody by the police. 

The list of the dead and wounded was 
difficult to secure. teports of the num- 
ber of dead in the ruins run all the way 
from six to 20, It is known that 38 
employes of the laundry had: entered 
the place before the explosion occurred. 
Two or three were entering at the mo- 
ment of the explosiou, making an ap- 
proximate total of 40 employes in and 
around the building. The list of in- 
jured includes, however, several peo- 
ple residing in the adjoining buildings, 
nearly all of which were badly dam- 
aged. 

The search for bodies iu the ruins 
came to a sudden end in the afternoon, 
and the work of rescue was entirely 
abandoned. ‘The cause of the cessation 
of the search was a dispute between 
the firemen and the policemen as to 
who was responsible for the recovery 
of any bodies which might be con- 
cealed beneath the debris. ‘The fire- 
men said that they had performed their 
whole duty, and, gathering up their 
hose, they retired from the scene. The 
police said it was not their work to dig 
for bodies, and nobody else volunteered 
to do the work. 

While the firemen and police were 
arguing, Building Inspector Kiolbassa 
sent 2 notice to the agents for the prop- 
erty to immediately begin the work of 
pulling down the walls and clearing 
away the debris. ‘The real estate firm 
soon had a number of wreckers at the 
ruins, and the work of pulling down the 
walls was immediately begun, ‘This 
operation made it impossible to continue 


the search for bodies.

CURTAILMENT PROPOSED 


the Print Cioth Market 

Fall River, Mass., March 12.—The sell- 
ing committee of the Fall River Manu- 
facturers’ association, having reached 
an opinion as to the necessary step to 
relieve the present stagngtion in the 
print cloth market, yesterday an- 
nounced that a special meeting of the 
general body would be called, at which 
time a proposition from the selling com- 
mittee would be placed before the gen- 
eral body, calling for curtailment of 
production by local manufacturers for 
a term of weeks or mouths, to be de- 
termined by the manufacturers them- 
selyes. ‘This proposition is expected to 
receive the endorsement of the mill men 
in the association. 

In taking this step the committee has 
been able to compromise the factions 
in the local mill circles, one interest ad- 
yocating curtailment by general agree- 
ment, and the other a reduction of 
Wages and curtailment, either indepen- 
dent or in common. ‘Ihe selling com- 
mittee makes uo proposition on the 
wage question, 

At present there is a surplus of about 
2,000,000 pieces of cloth in this city, 
equal to the full production of the mills 
for eight weeks. The weekly produc- 
tion here amounts to about 250,000 
pieces, and it may be decided to curtail 
for a term of weeks during which the 
production of the mills may amount 
to the preseut stock on hand.

Stage Setting Antique and Charac- 
ters in Old Costumes. 


‘*Standing room only’’ could have 
been fitly applied to Woodward hall 
Tuesday evening, long before eight 
o’clock, as every seat was taken and 
people were standing in the hall. 
Founder’s day is always observed at 
Woodward Institute, generally by an 
address by some noted speaker, but 
this year something entirely new was 
arranged and carried out by the pupils. 
A three-act play adapted from Mrs. 
Gaskell’s famous story ‘*Cranford’’ 
by Marguerite’ Merington, and _ pub- 
lished in the February number of the 
Ladies’ Home Journal, was presented 
by special permission of the editor. 

Woodward always makes a_ special 
feature of its singing and the short 
musieal program given before the play 
under the direction of Prof. Bucking- 
ham was finely rendered and _ thor.

STAGE SETTING. 

The stage setting was unique, and a 
closer inspection than was possible 
from the audience, would have shown 
that nearly all the articles used in the 
setting were antique, and many of 
them were closely identified with the 
early history of Massachusetts. The 
chair in which Lady Glenmire’ sat 
while engaged in playing cribbage was 
a Governor Winthrop chair, while the 
large upholstered arm chair in which 


the Honorable Mrs. Jamieson fell 
asleep during the game was one of 


those used at Plymouth during the 
time of the Pilgrims. The other chairs 
were also of antique pattern. The little 
old-fashioned table, the brass candle 
sticks and the warming pan were once 
in use in the old town of Plymouth. 
The two portraits which hung on the 
wall on either side of the portiait of 
Dr. Woodward were painted on wood 
and were very old. Even the news- 
papers that were used to save the 
carpet from being worn out, while of 
modern print, were cut to antique size.

INJURY BY xX RAYS. 


Reported Cases of Harm Done by the 
Application of the New Light. 

The question as to whether the ap- 
plication of the X rays to the human 
body causes any pain to the patient 
undergoing the treatment has aroused 
widespread discussion; but, according 
to a recent case that happened in Eng- 
land reported by The Scientifie Amer- 
lean, it is evident severe suffering is 
occasionally inflicted by their applica- 
tion. A lady GS years of age, while 
cycling, met with an accident which 
Was supposed to have fractured her 
thigh. Shortly afterward an erup- 
tion broke out in her stomach, and to 
diagnose the case the Roentgen ray 
apparatus was brought into use. The 
lady eventually succumbed to the 
malady, and at the inquest which fol- 
lowed. a letter was read in which she 
stated that she had suffered untold 
agonies by the “cruel overexposure of 
the X rays.” The photographer stat- 
ed that he made two exposures of 35 
and 45 minutes respectively. The sur- 
geon who was present at the exposures 
and superintended the operations stat- 
ed that death was due to the exhaus- 
tion from shock produced by the frac- 
ture of the thigh and the application of 
the XN rays. Expert evidence upon the 
subject was given by Dr. Lewis Jones, 
the medical officer in charge of the 
electrical department of St. Bartholo- 
mew’'s hospital, London, who said he 
considered that the exposures had been 
normal. He had discovered in the 
course of his investigations that some 
people were sensitive to the rays while 
others experienced an immunity from 
their effects. This was believed to be 
due to the condition of the skin at va- 
rious times. There was always a risk 
of skin burn where the exposures were 
prolonged, but he had never heard of 
death being attributable to the X ray 
burn. The jury, however, returned a 
verdict that the woman died from 
shock and exhaustion following an ac- 
cident and the effects of the X rays 
upon a weakened system. The pho- 
tographer and surgeon were exonerat- 
ed from all responsibility. 


An Insoluble Wax. 
A process has been patented in 
France for making bottle sealing wax 
insoluble in spirit. In it the usual 
colophony is replaced by resinates of 
the heavy metals or of the alkaline 
earths, to which can be added paraf- 
fins or salts of the fatty acids and any 
coloring matters, also insoluble {n al- 
cohol.

The Alderman Appropriate Money 
Toward Entertaining. 


The Brockton Enterprise says: The 
committees from the city government, 
Board of Trade and Commercial club 
met at the Mayor’s office at City Hall 
Monday evening and laid out a pro- 
gram for Thursday, when the legisla- 
tive committee on harbors and public 
lands is to go over the route of the 
projected ship canal from Fore River, 
Weymouth, to Taunton river. 

Col, John J. Whipple presided at the 
meeting, and Mayor Coulter and nearly 
all the members of the local committee 
were present. 

The plans as devided upon provide} 
that the legislators shall leave Boston 
on the 8.43 train from Boston, meet the 
committees from Brockton and other 
places interested at Braintree, and take | 
the third rail cars for Weymouth. | 
There barges will carry the party to the 
starting poiut of the proposed canal, 
and a_ stop will be made by invitation 
at Mr. Parker C. Chandler's residence. | 

At Braintree the train will be} 
boarded that reaches Brockton at 11,31 | 

Special trolley cars will be in waiting | 
here, and will carry the party to the 
Plain street bridge at Campello and 
then over the canal ronte through 
West Bridgewater, Bridgwater and 
Raynham to ‘Taunton, reaching that 
city about 1 o’clock. There dinner 
will be served, followed by a_ public 
hearing from 2.30 to 5 o'clock. The 
return to Brockton will be made over 
the short jine. Supper will be eaten 
at Hotel Belmont at 6.50,and from 8 to 
10 a hearing, which all interested wil 
be welcome to attend, will be held in 
the assembly hall at the Commercial 
club. Most of the committee will re- 
turn to Boston on the 10.40 train. 

The senators and _ representatives 
from all the sections interested are ex- 
pected to make the tour with the legis- 
lative committee, and altogether there 
will probably be fifly or sixty in the| 
party, 

Mayor Coulter went to Taunton today

In explanation of it, Alderman 
Toppan said there were 15 of the com- 
mittee and that it was proposed to go 
over the whole route from Weymouth 
to Taunton, and the order was for the 
purpose of paying a portion of the ex- 
pense. Mayor Coulter explained that 
the expense of entertainment was to be 
proportionately borne by the city, the 
Commercial club and the Brockton 
Board of Trade. 

Alderman Meade was 4a little 
sceptical as to the kind of ‘‘blow out’’ 
that was contemplated in the expendi- 
ture for the purpose of such a sum as 
$150, 

Alderman Sheehy said that invita- 
tions were to be extended by the com- 
mittee to the various town govern- 
ments in this vicinity, also to their 
senators and representatives, and the 
total number here would probably be 
about 60, This would necessitate the 
engagement of two electric cars to and 
from Taunton to convey the party, and 
there was to be a public meeting in 
the evening at the club house of the 
Commercial club.

CLOSEST IMITATION OF SUNLIGHT 
THAT HAS YET BEEN SEEN. 


Simple, Economical and Cheap to 
Manufacture —Light Produced In 
Bent Glass Tubes Without Wires. 
An Ideal Form of Illumination. 


Nikola Tesla has given to the New 
Yerk Sun an authorized statement con- 
cerning his new experiments on the 
production of light without the aid of 
wires. Mr. Tesla says: 

“This light is the result of continu- 
ous efforts since my early experimental! 


ties here and abroad. In order to make 
it suitable for commercial use I had t 
overcome great difficulties. One of 
these was to produce from ordinary 
currents of supply electrical oscilla- 
tions of enormous rapidity in a simple 
and economical manner. ‘This, I am 
glad to say, I have now accomplished, 
and the results show that with this 
new form of light a higher economy is 
practicable than with the present illu 
minants. The light offers, 
many specific advantages, not the least 
ot which is found in its hygienie prop 
erties. It is, I believe, the closest ap 
proach to daylight which has yet been 
reached from any artificial source. 

“The lamps are glass tubes which 
may be bent in any ornamental way. 
The total illuminating surface of a 
lamp is from 300 to 400 square inches, 
The ends of the spiral tube are cover 
ed with a metallic coating and provid- 
ed with hooks for hanging the lamp on 
the terminals of the source of oscilla 
tions. The tube contains gases rarefied 
to a certain degree, determined in the 
course of long experimentation as be- 
ing conducive to the best results.

“The lamps are very cheap to manu- 
facture, and by the fact that they need 
not be exchanged like ordinary lamps 
or burners they are rendered still less 
expensive. The chief consideration is, 
of course, in commercial introduction 
the energy consumption. While 1 am 
not yet prepared to give exact figures, 
I can say that, given a certain quanti- 
ty of electrical energy from the mains, 
I can produce more light than can be 
produced by the ordinary methods. In 
intreducing this system of lighting my 
transformer, or oscillator, will be usu- 
ally located at some convenient place 
in the basement, and from there the 
transformed currents will be led as 
usual through the building.

Washington, March 14.—Asked 
cerning the reiterated reports as to Rus- 
sia’s designs on Mauchuria, Count Cas- 
sini, the Russian ambassador, said he 
was not authorized to make any oflicial 
declaration on the part of his govern- 
ment, but, in view of the constant re- 
ports, he consented to state his individ- 
ual views, based upon his long service in 
China and his familiarity with the gen- 
eral policy Russia has 
maintained toward China. 

The ambassador first called attention 
to the Chinese invasion of Russian ter- 
ritory last summer when Chinese forces 
committed depredutions and threatened 
Russia's interests. ‘This invasion was 
of such a character, the ambassador 
said, that Russia would have been justt- 
fied, then and there, in declaring war 
against China and taking Manchuria. 

Count Cussini added that if Russfa 
lad been disposed to exercise this un- 
doubted right, she had the military 
force on the ground ready to execute it. 
But Russia did not at that time take 
Manckuria, and in that very fact, the 
ambassador said, was the best answer 
to the present reports of Russia's pur- 
poses to absorb Manchuria.

NOTES OF CONDOLENCE 


Public Men Express Sorrow at 
General Harrison’s Death 


THE BODY TO LIE IN STATE 


President and Members of Cabinet and 
Many Governors to Attend Funeral 
on Sunday — Mobilization of Entire 
National State Guard at Indianapolis 


Indianapolis, March 15.—No sooner 
tvas the news of the death of ex-Presi- 
ent Harrison announced to the world 
than the messages of inquiry which had 
been pouring in for several days 
changed to Messages of coudolence aud 
sympathy. They came from every see- 
tion of the country. Many of these tel- 
egruus were of such an intimate per- 
sonal nature that Mrs. Harrison felt 
they should not be given to the public. 

Telegrams of condolence have been re- 
ceived from Wu bigs Pang g, Mexican 
Ambassador Azpirez, T. Dagatu, com- 
nissioner from Vorto a 0; Sir Kichard 
Webster of London, who was chief 
counsel for Great Britain in the famous 

Venezuclan case, and Holleben, Ger- 
man ambassador, and many other dis- 
tinguished men in this country and 
abroad. 

Besides messages from former Presi- 
dent Cleveland, twice the rival of Gen- 
eral Harrison for the presidency, words 
of sympathy came from Chief Justice 
Fuller, Justice Harlan aud Justice Me- 
Kenna 1 of the supreme court, and all the 
remaining members of General Harri- 
son, 

A telegram from President McKinley 
was as follows: “In the death of Gen- 
eral Llarrisén the country has lost a dis- 
tiusuished statesman, a devoted patriot 
and an exemplary citizen, The peo- 
ple of the nation mieurn with you. You 
have the heartfelt sympathy of Mrs. 
McKinley and myself in this hour of 
overwhelming sorrow in your home.” 

Ex-President Cleveland has _ tele- 
graphed that it will be impossible for 
him to attend the funeral. 

The arrangements for the funeral 
have been completed. The body will 
lie in state ut the capitol tomorrow from 
11 o'clock in the morning until 10 o'clock 
at night, and the funeral services will 
be held from the First Presbyterian 
church Sunday afternoon at 2 o'clock, 
Rev. M. L. Haines officiating. Presi- 
dent MeIxiniey and members of his cab- 
inet will attend the funeral. 

Governor Durbin has sent a notice of 
General Harrison's death to the gover- 
nors of nuiny of ihe states, and it is the 
belief that the majority will be here. 
Members of General Harrison's cabinet 
have sent word that they will be here 
and will act as honorary pallbearers. 

The only member of General Harri- 
son's cabinet not yet heard from is Red- 
field Proctor, who is now in Cuba, 

The casket will be taken from the 
home tomorrow morning, accompanied 
by a military escort composed of the 
national guard and Grand Army posts. 

Fhe adjutant general has issued orders 
for the mobilization of the entire state 
national guard. The troops will arrive 
this evening and tomorrow morning and 
will remain until Sunday evening. 

Late yesterday afternoon W. H. H. 
Miller, Russell B. Harrison, Secretary 
Tibbett and Colonel Ramsdell selected 
a casket and eave directions concerning 
the funeral arrangements. What is 
knownb as @ state casket was decided 
upon. It is made of red cedar and is 
copper ifned. It is decorated at the 
corners With simple hand-carving, and 
bas a heavy carved moulding The 
top is plain, aud will bear an oxidized 
plate on which will be engraved the 
words: “Benjamin Harrison, 1855- 
1901.” 

The covering is of black broadcloth. 
Heavy oxidized handles and ornaments 
will be used. The casket complete will 
weigh near 390 pounds. <A heavy red 
cedar outside box will be used with the 
easket. It will be deposited in an air- 
tight vault, and the casket will then be 
placed inside. 

The vault at Crown Hill, where the 
body is to be placed, is now being con- 
structed. General Uarrison will lie 
at the right side of the first Mrs. Harri- 
son, whose remains are buried in the 
family lot. A stone marks the lot. 
General Harrison himself selected the 
monument, a solid piece of granite, 10 
feet hich and six feet square, which 
marks the grave of his departed wife, 
and will also stand above his head. 
“Harrison” is the simple inscription on 
the plain but lasting stone. 

There is a feeling of gloom throughout 
the city aud state. [lags are at half- 
mast, and the buildings are draped in 
mourning. While the body lies in state 
all the merchants in the city will drape 
their places in mourning and business 
will practically Le suspended.

MILLS TO SHUT DOWN 


Curtailment Considered Best Means 
of Relieving Print Cloth Market 
Fall River, Mass., March 15.—The 

agreement to curtail production in Fall 
River print mills will be practically 
unanimous by tonight, and because of 
a@ shortage in the supply of raw ma- 
terlal many mills will begin upon the 
curtailment pericd at once, closing 
their doors tomorrow afternoon. The 
majority of the mills In the agreement 
will run ore week and curtail the next, 
but some will adopt the plan of shut- 
ting down two weeks ata time. Itis 
probable the Bourne mill will adopt the 
four-day-a-week plan pursued by that 
corporation during the shutdown period 
last year. 

All the print cloth mills of the city, 
With the exception of a few whose treas- 
urers have not yet received the authority 
from the board of directors of their re- 
spective mills, are now represented in 
the agreement to curtail for a few 
weeks’ period. One will, the Ark- 
wright, which cannot curtail within the 
time fixed by the selling committee, has 
agreed to close four weeks between now 
and July 1, its contracts preventing a 
shutdown before May 1, as the curtail- 
ment agreement stipulates. 

TVhe idea of the committee in securing 
the prompt adoption of their curtail: 


ment plan is to relieve the market as 


soon as possible. ‘They hope that at 
the end of the curtailment period busi 
ness will have so much improved that 


the necessity for further action will be 


avoided. When the movement is act-

A iealth officer dis- 
covered that all had had the smallpox 
recently, and one of them had not en- 
tirely recovered. Ife placed a cordon 
of police around the room, telegraphed 
for help and preceeded at once to vac- 
cinate everyone in the room, nearly 100 
in all. 


**Disfranchisement” Bill Wins 

Annapolis, Md., March 15.—The Dem- 
ocratic majority in the senate succeeded 
in passing the “disfranchisement” bill 
last bight, by a vote of 14 to 11, a strict 
party division. It now goes to the 
house for concurrence in the senate 
amendments. ‘The consensus of opin- 
ion is that no further obstacle will be 
placed in its way, and that it will go to 
the governor tonight for his signagure. 


Life Saver That Doesn’t Save 

New York, March 15.—One man was 
drowned and four others were rescued 
in ap unconscious condition yesterday 
after a test of a “self-righting” life boat 
by United States officers in Brooklyn. 
As soon as the men got into the life 
boat for the test it turned over com- 
pletely, throwing the 13 men who were 
in it into the water. The boat did not 
right itself.

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DE RODAYS’ EARS BOXED 


Editor Charged Castellane 
With Betraying a Plot 


COUNT ASKED EXPLANATION 


Which Was Not Furnished Quickly 
Enough to Suit Him and Assault 
Followed — Assaulting Party With- 
draws After ‘Polite Salutations” 


Paris, March 15.—The Castellane- De 
Rodays affuir is the sensation of Paris. 
Since the speech of M. Deroulede at 
San Sebastian, on Feb. 23, in which he 
intimated the Royalists of Paris had 
notified the police of his attempt to coup 
d'etat after his refusal to allow the 
Duke of Orleans to appear in the ranks 
of the agitators, very great interest has 
been aroused respecting the identity of 
Royalist emissary who approached M. 
Marcel-Habert on the occasion.

Rodays, editor of The Figaro, yesterday 
for stating the he (De Castellane) had 
betrayed the Deroulede plot on the oe- 
casion of the funeral of the late Presi- 
dent Faure, Feb, 23, 1899, 


M. FERDINAND DE RODAYS, 
Count Boni has written the following 


letter to the newspapers here: 

“Reading The Figaro, I was filled with 
indignation ai the perfidious insinuation 
accusing me of treachery. 1 imme- 
diately begged iny father and a friend, 
M. Morel, to accompany me to the resi- 
dence of M. De Rodays. ‘The latter re- 
ceived us. and, after a few brief ob- 
servations to which he gave unsatis- 
factory responses, I inflicted on him 
merited correction, I reserve a similar 
one for any person permitting himself 
the same accusations.” 

Count De Castellane was interviewed 
at his residence on his return from the 
residence of M. De Rodays. He said: 
“Yes, I boxed M. De Rodays ears sey- 
eral times in the presence of my father 
and M. Morel, who is editor of The 
Journal De Castellane. They are here 
how, and can give you the particulars 
of the incident.” 

The count then retired to his study, 
and the Marquise De Castellane gave 
the following account of the affair: 

“The paragraph in The Figaro clearly 
desiguated Boni as the traitor of whoin 
M. Deroulede spoke, but Boni could not 
have acted such a role, nor be suspected 
of so doing. It was a most outrageous 
insult to designate him. Boni deter- 
mined to ask for explanations of M. 
De Rodays aud begged us to accom- 
pany him in order to serve as witnesses 
in case of need. We, therefore, went 
to M. De Rodays’ residence, where we 
presented our cards. M. De Rodays re- 
ceived us. After a polite exchange of 
salutations, the Count De Castellune 
said: 

‘You published against me _ this 
morning an abominable paragraph. I 
have come to ask for explanations.’ 

“"M. De Rodays replied: ‘Do you 
wean an article? 

“I interposed, saying: ‘Have you 
not read your paper? 

“ "Yes,’ said M. De Rodays, ‘but Ido 
not understand.’ 

“Boni then exclaimed impatiently: 
‘Will you retract? Yes or no” 

“M. De Rodays began: ‘I cannot 

“Boni, without allowing him to con 
clude, said: ‘Can you say formally 
that it is not I you intended to refer to? 
Reply quickly that it is not. Speak 
quick, or —.’ 

“At the same time moment Boni ap- 
proached him and boxed his ears several 
times. M. De Rodays recoiled and Boni 
struck him again. We then intervened 
and I stood in front of M. De Rodays. 
Then, after polite salutations, the whole 
party withdrew, M. De Rodays, who 
was much agitated, accompanying us 
to the door.” 

M. De Rodays’ seconds, MM. Prestat 
and Perivier, have called at the resi- 
dence of M. De Castellane. The rep- 
resentatives ot the count are not yet 
publicly knuwn, but it is understood 
that the four seconds will meet today to 
make arrangements for a duel.

The Annual Report of 
School Committee. 


Economy of Council 
Unwise. 


The Progress of the Schools Re- 
tarded Thereby. 


* The annual reports of the School 
Committee which have been in the 
hands of the printer over six weeks, 
will probably be issued next week. 
From an advance copy, the following 
extracts from the report of the Com- 
mittee are made, and it will be seen 
that they meet the issue squarely, and 
give their opinions of the *‘economy,’’ 
practiced by the City Council of 1900, 
The report says in part: 

‘*They have expended $101,500, en- 
trusted to them for the maintenance of 
the schools. The committee believe 
that the expenditure of this large sum 
of money has not accomplished so 
much for the progress of the schools as 
it would had the conditions been 
different. The committee of 1899, 
rather than sacrifice the efficiency of 
the schools, overran their appropriation 
and incurred a deficit of $1500, They 
had legal advice, which led them to 
the conclusion that under the city 
charter, as well as under the general 
statutes of the state, they were fully 
authorized to do this, to maintain the 
schools. ‘‘As that conclusion was 
opposed by the city council, the com- 
mittee of 1900 obtained an opinion 
from City Solicitor Sears in regard to 
the question atisue —— ——_— 

“The city solicitor's opinion was 
that °*No expenditure can ordinarily 
be legally made unless the appropria- 
tion precedes the liability hence it is 
my judgment that the school com- 
mittee is limited for the annual care, 
maintenance and support of the schools 
to sucb amount as may be duly voted 
by the city council.’’ 

**It was voted to follow the opinion 
of the city solicitor and spend no more 
for the schools than the $95,000 appro- 
priated by the city council. There 
followed, of course, a general feeling of 
uneasiness among the teachers, and 
some of our teachers found less em- 
barrassing positions in our neighboring 
cities. The rigid and unwise economy 
practised necessitated a lack of paper, 
pencils, books and minor school 
essentials which retard the progress of 
the schools and resulted in a direct 
pecuniary loss before the supplement- 
ary appropriation of $3,500, voted by 
the council, became available. 

‘*We offer for consideration the 
following suggestions: — The school 
committee is a continuous body. The 
city council is an annual body. The 
school year is from September to 
September, during the life of two 
councils, The fiscal or council year is 
from January to January. Whether 
a body new every year can appreciate 
the needs of the schools so well asa 
continuous body equally interested is 
a fair question. If ths determination 
of the annual sum required may not be 
left to the school committee might 
not a definite proportion of the city’s 
income for a series of years be so de- 
voted or some other plan devised by 
which the stability of the school 
system may be better assured.’’ °

Origin of the Yosemite Valley. 

It is perfectly obvious to those famil- 
jar with glacial phenomena that Yo- 
semite is quite an ordinary and neces- 
sary product of glacial erosion under 
the conditions prevailing in that local- 
ity. The main glacier came down Te- 
naya canyon, cutting it to a steep but 
fairly uniform grade. Yosemite valley 
is but a Continuation of that gorge. 
The end of the glacier at the time that 
it was cutting Yosemite extended not 
far beyond Fert Monroe. It remained 
there for a long time and therefore 
plowed out the bottom of the valley to 
a considerable depth. Branch glaciers 
joined the Tenaya glacier when it filled 
Yosemite, coming down the valleys of 
Yosemite, Little Yosemite, Ililouette 
and Bridal Veil and other creeks and 
forming hanging valleys at the june- 
tion points. The formation of the ver- 
tical cliffe of the valley may have been 
due to undermining and may have been 
aided by the cleavage ofthe rocks. On 
the recession of the glacier doubtless 
the bottom of the valley was occupied 
by a lake which has since been partial- 
ly filled by detritus and drained by the 
erosion of Merced river cutting through 
the rock wall at the foot of the valley. 
—National Geographic Magazine. 

Where Girls Must Marry.

Washington, March 15.—Such infor- 
has come to the hands of 
officials indicates that the Russian 
agreement with China consists of 12 
articles, not nine, as has been published. 
On their face it is said they show a re- 
turn of Manchuria to China, which 
would seem to be quite in keeping with 
the desire of all powers. 

But this is accomplished upon certain 
conditions imposed upon China, and it 
is understood that these conditions, in 
effect, establish a Russian suzerainty 
over Manchuria, with a Russian official

quite similar to that of the British vice- 
roy of India. 

Comparing the situation with that in 
India, it is said that if the present agree 
ment is consummated Manchuria will 
much ib the same position of one 
of the Indian states, having a certain 
degree of independence, and yet con- 
forming all its actions to the supreme 
authority over it. 

The exodus of the American troops 
from China is to begin at once. This 
is the conclusion reached at a recent 
consultation, in which the secretry of 
state and the secretary of war declared 
themselves of one mind.

1 said 
our party were the only passengers 
which is true; but the beat was 
crowded with sick soldiers and officers

HARRISON IN HIS TOMB 


Thousands of People Witnessed 
the Last Sad Rites 


PRIVATE SERVICES AT HOME 


Followed by Impressive Ceremonies at 
Church and the Grave — Mantifesta- 
tions of Sincere Sorrow at the Loss 
of an Honored Fellow Citizen 


Indianapolis, March 18.—Surrounded 
by fully 15,000 of his fellow citizens, the 
remains of Benjamin Harrison were 
yesterday interred in the family lot in 
Crown Hill cemetery. Close by the 
grave were the members of bis family, 
President MciXiuley and other visitors 
of distinction, and the more intimate 
friends of General Harrison. Back a 
distance of 50 yards, behind ropes 
guarded zealously by a large force of 
stood with uncovered heads the 
great multitude who knew him not so 
well as did they who stood beside the 
freshly upturned earth, but who hon 
ored him and admired him quite as 
buch, 

It is doubtful if any public man, at 
least in this generation, has been borne 
to his last resting place among so nany 
manifestations of respect. Of pas- 
passionate grief there was little out- 
side the members of his family, but the 
tribute of respect wus universal. There 
Was no exception anywhere to the ex- 
pression that the nation bad lost one 
of its ablest men, and the greatest mau 
of his generation in his own state. 

By the grave stood the chief magis- 
trate of the nation, and behind the 
ropes were the street arabs of General 
Harrison's city; every grade of human 
life in America, between the two, was 
represented iu the crowd, and among 
them all there was but the feeling that 
a man had died who was honest at all 
times with himself and with others, aud 
Whose ability and character were such 
as the nation could ill afford to lose. 

The services at the church and grave 
were simple in the extreme, all in most 
excellent taste, aud there was an utter 
absence of friction in everything that 
was done. All was well ordered and 
well performed.

At the Harrison home, before the re- 
mains were taken to the First Presby- 
terilan church, where the full service 
wus held, there were brief exercises 
for the members of the family and the 
more inimediate friends of General Har- 
vison. L'ossibly 150 people were pres- 
ent. Mrs, Harrison did not appear, but 
remained in her room until it was time 
to leave for the church. 

President McKinley, 
Governor Durbin, called at the house 
at about 1 o'clock. At about the same 
time cume the members of President 
Harrison's cabinet, and others contin- 
ually arrived until the short services 
were over. ‘The people sat in the par- 
lors, filled the halis aud a number of 
them sat upon the stairs, while Dr. 
Haines read a short passage from the 
Scriptures and made a few remarks 
touching the life and churacter of Gen- 
eral Harrison, as did Dr. Niccoll of St. 
Luke's, and, after a brief prayer by Dr. 
Haines, the services were over. 

Several thousand people were arouna 
the Harrison residence as the funeral 
prosession moved away, but the crowd 
there was insignificant to that gathered 
around the church. The streets were 
Kept entirely clear by a detachment of 
police and company C of the Second in- 
fantry. Seutries patrolled the streets 
just outside the curb and nobody with- 
out being able to produce a card en- 
titling him to admission to the church 
Was permitted to step off the walk.

The florist with his men had scarcely 
completed their work in’ the chureh 
when the front doors were opened and 
the funeral party appeared.

Haines delivered the funeral address. 
After the address LDr. Niccoll offered 
prayer. The services were closed with 
a baritone solo, “Hark, Hark, My Soul,” 
rendered by Edward Nell, in which the 
entire choir joined in the chorus. 

Gathered around the Harrison lot In 
Crown Hill cemetery and standing in 
solid masses along the winding roadway 
which led to the place where the thou- 
sands of people who with bowed heads 
and manifestations of sincere sorrow 
watched the funeral procession take its 
way through the grounds. It was 5 
o'clock when the line of relatives and 
friends came up the gravelled path to 
the tomb.

MEETS WITH APPROVAL | 


American Republics In Favor 
of Conference 


CHILE RAISES AN OBJECTION 


To the Consideration of Subject of 
Arbitration, but Desire Likely to Be 
Unheeded — Plans to Develop Means 
For Expansion of Trade 


Washington, March 18.—Practically 
all of the South and Central American 
republics have accepted the invitation to 
participate in the conference of Ameri 
can republics, which is to be held in the 
City of Mexico next October. ‘The pre- 
liminary work of the congress has been 
directed from Washington, as the 
United States government has taken 
great interest in the meeting, and has 
had the co-operation here of the repre- 
sentatives of the southern countries. 

Several of the republics already have 


chosen their delegates or have names 
under consideration. The personnel 
of the delegation from the United 


States is beginning to attract attention, 
and in southern circles there fs an ear- 
nest desire that at least one of the dele- 
gates from this country shall sustain 
some official relation to the state depart- 
ment. In the former congress, held in 
Washington, Mr. Blaine was a con- 
spicuous tizgure, and the southern re- 
publics are desirous that there be like 
prominence at the coming congress. 
Little attention has yet been given to 
the consideration of particular names, 
yet among those informally mentioned 
are Assistant Seeretary of State Hill, 
Director Rockhill of the bureau of 


American republics and John B. Moore, 
who was assistant secretary of state 
under Judgze Day's administration of 


the state department, 

The sentiment for arbitration was 
strong in the last South American con 
gress, and in the recent congress at 
Madrid it azain “t the 
same time it has been understood that 
Chile might not desire to participate if 
the subject was to be discussed in such 
form as to involve the pending contro- 
versy between Chile, Peru and Bolivia. 
In signifying her purpose to accept, the 
Chilean authorities said in substance 
that it woukl be conditional upon the 
discussion of no topics which would 
involve pending questions in which that 
country was concerned. From this 
it has been inferred that the particular 
question desired to be eliminated is that 
now in sharp dispute between Chile and 
Peru. On the other hand Peru looks 
forward quite confidently to this con- 
gress as a means of presenting her view 
of this long pending conflict. But in 
any event, it is not expected that a sub- 
ject of the magnitude of arbitration can 
be entirely eliminated from a congress 
of this character. 

Besides this topie it is expected that 
the congress will deal with commercial 
affairs of Interest to this country and 
the other republics, developing means 
for thorough co-operation and mutual 
expansion of trade. ‘Tosoine extent, al- 
so, the gathering will have a broad po- 
litical aspect, indicating the fraternity 
which exists among the republics of the

SCANNELL AND LAWSON 


Cannot Agree Upon n Terms For Racing 
the Abbot and Boralma 

New York, March 18.—John J. Sean- 
nell, owner of The Abbott, has issued 
an answer to Thomas W. Lawson's 
proposition for a race between The Ab- 
bot and Boralma. Mr.Scannellsays: 

“In reply to the challenge for a race 
between The Abbot and Boralma, I 
will accept same if the owner of Bor- 
alina will eliminate the unheard of and 
unusual condition—that added money 
or gate receipts (which he says he will 
guarantee to reach $25,000) shall be 
given to Boston charity, designated sole- 
ly by him, whether or not his horse wins. 

“I am a New Yorker, and should [ 
win and desire to give the money to 
charity, I would certainly prefer to give 
it to New York, or have some voice in 
its disposition. It is certainly not cus- 
tomary in making matches inyolving 
the championship for the challenger to 
dictate unrecognized terms or condi- 
tions. 

“If the owner of Boralma sincerely 
and honestly wants a match with The

THE BAILEY MURDER 


Trial For Supposed Perpetrator of the 
Deed Begun at Boston 

Salem, Mass., March 18.—The John 
C. Best murder trial opened in the su- 
perior court today, with the calling of 
over 100 jurymen. The prisoner is 
charged with the killing of John E. 
Bailey, keeper of the Breakheart hill 
farm, Saugus. The body was cut up, 
placed in gunny sacks and these sacks 
sunk in Floating Bridge pond, Glen- 
mere. The evidence against Best is 
thought to be entirely circumstantial. 

It is expected that the chief witnesses 
for the governmenc will be Susan 
Young, Bailey’s housekeeper at the 
farm, and the rifle experts from the 
Winchester Gun factory at New Haven, 
Great stress will be laid by the govy- 
ernment upon the claim that the bullets 
found in Builey’s body must have been 
fired from a rifle found in the farm- 
house. 


Agricultural Missionary Work 

Washington, March 18.—Jared Smith, 
who has been in charge of the offices of 
seed and plant introduction in the de- 
partment of agriculture, has been dl- 
rected to establish an agricultural ex- 
periment station at Honolulu. He will 
teach the Hawaiian people Low to grow 
garden truck. Most of the vegetables 
now consumed in the islands are im- 
ported from San Francisco. The Ha- 
waiians will be taught also the value of 
dairy cows among poor families, butter 
and cheese making, the forage plants 
most economically produced for Ha- 
waiian consumption and the value of 
poor families raising chickens and pigs. 


Artillerymen on the Rampage 

Halifax, March 18.—A rather serious 
clash between imperial and Canadian 
soldiers occurred in the garrison yes- 
terday. Eighteen royal artillerymen 
took possession of one of the principal 
streets, breaking glass and interfering 
with pedestrians. A detachment of M 
Canadians was sent out to arrest the 
gunners, who showed fight, using their 
belts as weapons. ‘The infantry 
charged with fixed bayonets. One of 
the mutinous artillerymen was stabbed 
through the left hand, and one of the 
Canadian soldiers received a severe 
cut overtheeye. The artillerynen were 
taken prisoners.

ing that every city of 20,000 inhabi- 
tants and over should maintain a 
manual training department in ‘con- 
ection with its high school system 
There is no other city in the state 
where local conditicns so¥forcibly de- 
mand manual training and the power 
of manual expression. Is it not time 
Quincy should follow the lead of other 
cities and introduce some form of 
manual training? 

The school has still another need 
which must be supplied before it can 
reach its highest efficiency, a gym- 
nasium, where systematic physical ex 
ercise can be encouraged, and secured. 
A good gymnasium, with a carefully 
developed course of exercises adapted 
to the individual, would prevent con- 
tracted chests and round shoulders, 
would correct awkward carriages, and 
would result in better bodies thus 
securing better school work and de- 
creased tendency to break down under 
the strain of school duties. Tie aim 
of the work would not be to train 
athletes, but to make men aud women 
able at the end of their school days to 
do their chosen life work with ease 
and pleasure. Foot-ball,  basket-ball, 
polo and track athletics have helped to 
improve the physical condition of the 
pupils; but athletics reach only a small 
percentage of the scholars and can in 
no way take the place or do the work 
of systematic physical training. 

The income of the Rock Island Fund 
adds each year a few volumes to tbe 
reference library of the school, but 
does not provide enough books to meet 
the demands of the various depart 
ments under modern methods of in 
struction. The school library with its 
reference books, with its complete sets 
of the works of standard writers, and 
with its charts and maps is the labora- 
tory for the departments of history and 
English, where pupils acqnire a work 
ing knowledge of books, and gain the 
taste and appreciation of the best in 
history and literature. Would it not 
be well to appropriate annually a 
moderate sum of money for reference 
books, until the» school shall have 
secured an adequate equipment? 

The school has received three valu 
able gifts during the year—a framed 
picture, **The Harvest Moon,"’ pre 
sented by Miss Alice B. Hultman, of 
1000; a piece of statuary, ‘The 
Winged Victory,’’ given by the class 
of °99, and a collection of mineralogical 
specimens presented by Mr. George W.

Boston, March 20.—Mrs. Nora Pauline 
Phillips, the young widow whose home 
was in Leicester and who sought to end 
her life by sheoting on Monday in a 
lodging house on Clarendon street, 
this city, died at the city hospital fe 
morning, where she had been undet 
medical care since her almost lifeless 
body was feund iu her room early Mon- 
day night. She had not regained con- 
sciousness since she fired the shot into 
her head 

Last August the young woman, who ls 
said to be the widow of Gilbert Phillips 
of Putnam, Conn., and the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Patrick J. McNamara of 
Leicester, Mass., came prominently be- 
fore the public through having shot and 
killed her brother, David McNamara, 
at her sister's home near Worcester. 

After the shooting she eres ] 
herself to the police, and at the hea 
it was shown that the shooting w: Son 
in self-defense, and she was discharge:l. 
Since that time she has been in Boston, 
residing at the Clarendon street house 
about six months. About two weeks 
ago she made an uusuccessful attempt 
to poison herself with arsenic. 

The motive for her act still remains 
unsolved, she has been unable to 
converse, and no one that has yet been 
found is able to solve the mystery.

Ghastly Scene In the Town 
of Clinton 


CENTRAL MAINE EXCITED 


A Well-to-Do Farmer Brutally Mur- 
ders His Three Offsprings and Is 
Taken by the Au- 


thorities 


Into Custody 


Clinton, Me., March 22.---This tgwn 
is in a great state of excitement over 
the worst tragedy ever committed in 
this section of the state. It 
late yesterday afternoon when Manly | 
Morrison, the chairman of the board of 
selectmen drove into town and an- 
nounced that a triple murder had been 
committed on a farm eight miles from 
this postoftice. Mr. Morrison sum- 
moned Coroner Snell of Waterville, and

train. <A drive of eight miles, over a} 
road that is at its worst, and in aj 


drenching rain, was taken and the party 
arrived at the farin home of Jacob 
Dearborn Murr. Mere a horrible sight 
met the eyes of the visitors. Stretched } 
upon the floor of the kitchen, with aj 
broad stream of coagulated blood be- | 
side her, lay the lifeless body of Alice | 
M. Marr, aged 13 years. Upstairs in 

the hall lay the body of Elwin, 0 years , 
old, while in a sleeping apartment on 
the same floor was the dead body of 
Helen, 7 years old. Shortly after din- 
ner, yesterday, Dearborn Marr, as he 
is called, went to the woodshed and se- 
cured an axe. With this weapon he 
stepped into the kitchen, and without 
word or warhing deliberately struck 
the oldest girl on the top of the head, 
felling her to the floor, The skull was 
crushed, and the child died within 20 
ininutes. Then Marr went to the sec- 
ond floor, where the two other chil- 
dren were pliying. Sounds which came 
from the upper floor were such as, led 
Mrs. Marr, who was in the sitting room, | 
to believe that her husband was mur- 

dering his children. The wife and} 
mother ran rapidly to the home of her 
husband's father, Samuel Marr, and 

told him that Dearborn was killing the 
children, Frantic at the thought of 

such a crime, the elder Marr, a man of 

SO years, ran to the house of his son, 

a few away. When the elder’ 
Marr stepped into the kitchen he saw 

his son at the sink washing his hands | 
and face. On the tloor the body of 

Alice lay, and the grandfather, bend- ' 
ing over her, saw that life was nearly 

gone, and that nothing could be done 

her. Putting the question to 

his son, the old man asked: “My God, | 
Dearborn, what iave you done?” “Lj 
don’t know” was the answer, and to, 
that the murderer father has stuck 

Neighbors were summoned, anda 

watch was kept on Marr, who had gone | 
to the sitting room and remained there 
through all the excitement of the af: j 
ternoon. When Coroner Snell entered 
the house, Marr was still in the sitting 

room, The coroner was assisted in the 

examination of the bodies by two as- 


rods

sistants, 

Satisfying himself that the crime had | 
been committed by the father, Coroner 
Snell ordered Marr's arrest. The neigh- 
bors of the family speak in the very 
highest terms of Marr, as an industrious 
and quiet citizen, It was the very em- 
phatic expression of opinion of every 
one about the house that Marr must cer- 
tainly be insane. ‘The wife and mother 
remained at the home of the senior 
Marr all the afternoon, and for the 
greater part of the time was in a hys- 
terical condition. She could say little 
about the affair other than that she 
had felt the horrible crime was to be 
committed. She did say that she and 
her husband had never had any trou- 
ble, and that he was very fond of.the 
children. Her husband had been very 
despondent at times during the winter 
and she believed that he thought the 
family was nearing poverty. Marr has 
a good farm and has a small bank ac- 
count. ‘There appeared not to be the 
slightest feeling against Marr by his 
ueighbors. 

But one blow had been sufficient to 
do the work, the axe had sunk through 
the scalp and skull of the little ones. 
When the officers and the prisoner ar- 
rived at the village, the story of the hor- 
rible affair had spread to a greater por- 
tion of the town, and a great crowd 
gathered. 

When the train arrived at Waterville 
Marr asked the deputy sheriff if the 
children had been cared for, and if any- 
one would stay with them. Upon be- 
ing assured that the children had been 
cared for, Marr relapsed into silence. 

It is the opinion of the <reater part 
of the townspeople of the prisoner to 
whose ears the case had come, that the 
man, known to them to be sober, quiet 
and industrious, must certainly have 
become suddenly insane to have com- 
mitted the horrible cat.

Chamber of Deputies 

Paris, March 22.—Comte De Mun, 
Conservative, made a notoable speech 
in the chamber of deputie# Yesterday 
during the discussion of article 14 of 
the law of associations, the purpose of 
which is to suppress religious orders. 
This provisions is one of the most im- 
portant of the bill, and its fate is deeply 
interesting to thé middle classes, and to 
the aristocracy, who largely entrust the 
education of their children to religious 
establishments.

At the Prospect of Peace 
at Tientsin 


LANSDOWNE’S STATEMENT 


Great Britain Reserves the Question 
of Title and Proprietary Rights 
For Subsequent Examination—Wal- 
dersee Happy 


London, March 22.—Mr. Lansdowne, 
the foreign secretary, aunounced in the 
house of lords yesterday that Russia and 
Great Britain had agreed to withdraw 
their troops from the disputed territory 
at Tieutsin, and reserve the question 
of title and proprietary rights for sub- 
sequent examination. 

Lord Lansdowne’s announcement 
was received by the house with every 
evidence of relief. He supplemented 
the announcement by explaining that 
the dispute concerned an extensive area 
on the left bank of the Pei-Ho, which 
the Russians occupied in the autumn, 
placing the area under Russian occupa- 
tion. The area, however, comprises 
plots belonging to the North Chinese 
railroad, aud was, therefore, part of the 
security of the British boudholders, 

The line of railroad was part of the 
railroad recently transferred by the 
Russians to Field Marshall Von Walder- 
see, who retransferred it to the British. 
The necessities of the allies required 
the construction of a siding on one of 
the plots referred to, and the presence 
of British workers * on the plot was 
treated as a trespass on Russian terri- 
tory. 

It was subsequently alleged that the 
Russian boundary marks had been re- 
moved by the British. In those cir- 
cumstances the governmeut, March 16, 
telegraphed to its representatives in 
China that it thonght the rights of the 
British or Russian troops to occupy the 
disputed territory conld best be settled 
by Field Marshal Von Waldersee, as the 
commander-in-chief, and General Gas- 
elee, the British commander, was in- 
structed to request the field marshal to 


ing for future examination the question 
of the validity of the alleged private 
rights. General Gaselee was also in 
structed to refrain from using force, 
except to repel aggression. 

On March 20 the alleged removal of 
the Russian boundary pillar occurred, 
aud the government iustructed the Brit 
ish minister at Pekin, Sir Ernest Satow, 
that Great Brituin was ready to refer 
the facts to Field Marshal Von Wal- 
dersee, on the understanding that, if 
either side was found to have committed 
an irregularity it should apologize to the 
other, 

Lord Lansdowne was glad to say that 
he had heard from the British ambassa- 
dor at St. Petersburg that the Russian 
foreign minister, Count Lamsdorff, had 
proposed that they should agree to re- 
serve all questions of tithe and pro- 
prietary rights for the examination of 
the two governments, aud that in the 
meanwhile orders be forthwith sent for 
the withdrawal of both sides from the 
disputed place. 

Lord Lansdowne added that since the 
receipt of Count Lamsdorff’s proposal 
the government had ordered the with- 
drawal of the troops to the satisfaction 
of Field Marshal Vou Waldersee, so that 
there might be no room for a renewed 
misunderstanding. 

Wis lordship expressed a hope that 
the result of the negotiations showed 
that what was really a very small mat- 
ter of strictly local importance would 
not be allowed to disturb the relations 
between the two countries.

Noninflammable Rubber Tubing. 

Consul Hughes of Coburg, Germany, 
reports that Muller & Korte of Pankow, 
near Berlin, has brought out a new 
kind of rubber tubing to be used in 
cases where damage to the rubber is to 
be feared either from the flame itself 
or by contact with hot dishes or stands. 
The rubber tube is sheathed with as- 
bestus and the asbestus coated with in- 
combustible paint lest the fibers should 
peel off. The tubing remains pliable 
and can be cut as before. Burners with 
such rubber tubes may be placed on 
sand baths or hot stoves. The protec- 
tion is of course not absolute, for when 
the heat becomes too strong the rubber 
inside will give way. The well known 
pipes with metallic spirals were orig- 
inally made with the same object, but 
they have found other useful applica- 
tions, and they differ from these new 
tubes by being hard and inclined to 
break. Once leaky they cannot be 
mended.

NEARING THE END 


Government Has Submitted Nearly All 

Its Evidence In Best Murder Trial 

Salem, Mass., March 26.—Last night 
saw the end of the seventh day of the 
Best murder irial, and it looks as 
tXdngh the government has got in the 
bulk of its testimony. It is generally 
expected that the commonwealth’s case 
will be all in today. More expert tes 
timony is couuted on. 

Yesterday afternoon's testimony was 
largely technical. A photographer 
turned in some photographs he had 
made of the bullets found in Bailey's 
body, and of some other bullets with 
which experiments had been made by 
firearms experts, but these photographs 
were not formally introduced into the 
case. Captain Proctor of the state 
police spent a good share of the after- 
noon in giving his expert testimony in 
regard to these bullets in particular 
and other bullets in general; the Best 
rifle, so-called, in particular, and otber 
rifles in general. 

After the case of the prosecution has 
been finished there will probably be 
some evidence in rebuttal. ‘The line of 
defense to be taken up by Best's law- 
yers has not been announced. Lawyers 
Sisk and Clark say thut the testimony 
of Stiles is not worrying them at all 
What they have to combat the mass of 
evidence presented by the governmem 
is a matter of xeneral conjecture. 


Suppressing Mlegal Liquor Selling 

River Point, R. L, March 26.—The 
crusade started by Rey. J. R. Bourgeois 
of St. John’s Catholic church, Jericho 
against the low saloons in that village 
and Sunday liquor selling by all classes 
of saloons, assutmed a serious aspect 
for the liquor dealers yesterday. On 
his complaint the Warwick town coun- 
cil revoked the license for a saloon, and 
two hotel proprietors and a prominent 
saloon keeper were charged with Il 
legal liquor selling last Suuday, and a 
revocation of their licenses demanded. 
This section of Khode Island has here 
tofore been notorious for the lax en 
forcement of the liquor laws.

‘T'wo 
Malays died of the disease yesterday 
and three fresh Malay cases were ofli- 
cially reported. In addition to these 
there are six fresh European cases. 
Two Kaffirs succumbed to the plague 
yesterday.

Roston, March 26.—Fifty bookbinders 
and rulers in the bookbinding establish- 
ment of Robert Burlen quit work yes- 
terday because their demand for a 
shorter workday without a reduction 
of wages was vot granted. ‘The de- 
mand is for nine hours in place of ten 
hours a day, and the strike is said to be 
the skirmish for a general strike in the 
trade, 

Relic of Our Old Navy 

Boston, Mareh 26.—The state of Mas- 
sachusetts is about to turn over to the 
ravy department the old frigate Minne- 
sota, which has been used by this state 
as a practice ship for the naval brigade. 
The Minnesota will be towed to the 
navy yard soon, and get a relic’s berth, 
like that of the Constitution. 


Thieves Escaped With Fat Pickings 

Columbus, O., March 26,—A telephone 
message from Somerset, received at 
the police headquarters this morning, 
stated that six masked men had blown 
the safe in the local bank and secured 
$15,000 in money and a large amount 
of bonds.

Which Will Give Russia a Free 
Hand In Manchuria 


JAPAN STRONGLY OBJECTS 


Will Go to War Rather Than See What 
Would Mean the Partition of Chinese 
Empire and the End of the Open Door 
—Has No Fear of the Result 


Lendon, March 26.—The Pekin corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail declares 
that the modification of the Manchurian 
convention regarding Mongolia and 
Turkestan is absolutely illusory. 

The Manchurian situation is greatly 
complicated, owing to the fact, ascer- 
tained by a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press, that there are two secret 
treaties, one of which is to be signed 
at St. Petersburg, dealing with Russia's 
nilitary control of Manchuria, and an 
other, to be signed at Pekin, dealing 
with her civil powers. 

The Chinese appeals for support have 
failed to produce any direct remon 
strances from Great Britain, or, ap- 
parently, from any other power to St. 
Petersburg, for Russia persistently ad- 
heres to her contention that the secret 
agreement concerus ho one except her- 
self and China. On this ground, Great 
Britain's request for copies of the agree- 
ment was abruptly declined. 

It is explained at the foreign office 
here that it would be a dangerous and 
useless breach of diplomatic procedure 
lo endeavor to enter upon expostula- 
tions with Russia, which would only 
be based upon information supplied by 
the Chinese. 

In other words, the copies of the se- 
eret treaties and alleged modifications 
f them recently given to the powers 
by the Chinese are worthless documents 
and will remain such until Russia her- 
self chooses to communicate the text 
of the actual treaties and modifications. 

In the absence of the Japanese min- 
ister in London, Baron Hayashi, Mr. 
Matsui, first secretary of the Japanese 
legation, who was interviewed yester- 
day afternoon by a representative of 
the Associated Press, made a com- 
parative statement of the issues in- 
volved in the Manchurian dispute. He 
said: 

“Russia's insistence, China’s helpless 
ness and the prebable victory of Rus- 
sian diplomacy tomorrow will bring us 
to the brink of a daugerous situation, 
in which none of the powers is so deeply 
concerned as Japan. Even if the se- 
cret treaties have been modified, as al- 
leged, the changes are so trifling as to 
make the documents thoroughly objec- 
tionable to Japan. 

“Assuming that China signs the trea- 
ties, | suppose Great Britain, Germany 
and the United States will protest to 
Russia. But that is about as far as 
they will go and about as much as they 
will get. With Japan it is a matter of 
fighting. 

“The question is whether we are to 
fight Russia now or to fight her later 
on. She has no right to Manchuria, 
and if she secures Manchuria she will 
be on the way to securing Korea. 

“Our government, I believe, are se- 
riously considering the crisis, ‘Their 
eyes are wide open, and they will not 
be driven to precipitate action by the 
jingoists of Japan, who are openly 
clamoring for immediate war. Yet, it 
they see that war is unavoidable, they 
will not hesitate to strike. 

“Japan has no reason to be afraid 
as to the result. Many reasons occur 
to the average Japanese mind in favor 
of forcing at the present moment a 
struggle which must come eventually. 
The chief reason against so doing is 
the fact that Japan is just beginning a 
new industrial era, which would be tem- 
porarily killed should we endeavor by 
force of arms to prevent Russian en- 
croachments. 

“If we follow the lead of other powers 
and do not threaten hostilities, we rea 
ize that we must sit down tamely and 
see any other nation step in to make 
agreemeuts similar to which 
China sems on the verge of signing with 
Russia. This would mean the parti- 
tion of the Chinese emplre, and would 
end the ‘open door.’ If we opposed it 
we naturally think we would have the 
moral support of the United States 
which has been the champion of these 
principles, and also of Great Britain 
and Germany.”

Hay-Pauncefote Treaty 


A FRIENDLY DISPOSITION 


Induced Her to Sign Original Agree- 
ment, but Changes Placed Her In 
Position of Marked Disadvantage 
Compared With Other Powers 


Washington, March 26.—The commu-

giving the reasons why that govern-

tary Hay by Lord Pauncefote on March 
11, was made publie yesterday. 

Lord Lansdowne begins by showing 


| there was no desire on the part of the 


British government to change the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty. But some of its 


| provisions, he says, had been regarded 


with disfavor by the government of the 
United States, aud in the president's 
December, 1898, it was 
urged that the national policy called 
more imperatively than ever for the 
“control” of the projected highway by 
the government of the United States. 

The result of the discussion, Lord 
Lansdowne says, was the treaty which 
Mr. Hay handed to Lord Pauncefote 
in January, 1899. The British govern- 
ment was not yet prepared to accept the 
treaty, as serious difficulties had arisen 
in seeking to arrange affairs then pend- 
ing before the joint high commission, 
and Lord Salisbury did not see how the 
government could sanction any con- 
vention for amending the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty, as the opinion of England 
would hardly support them in mak- 
ing a concession which would be whol- 
ly to the benefit of the United States, 
at a time when they appeared to be so 
little inclined to come to a satisfactory 
Settlement in regard to the Alaskan 
frontier. 

Later the introduction of the Nica- 
raguan bill in congress revived atten- 
tion to the treaty and it was accepted, 
Lord Lansdowne “Her ma- 
jesty’s government determined to ac- 
cept the convention unconditionally, as 
a signal proof of their friendly disposi- 
tion, and of their desire not to impede 
the execution of a project declared to 
be of national importance to the people 
of the United States.” 

Lord Lansdowne then discusses the 
right of the United States to annul the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, saying: “The 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty is an interna- 
tional contract of unquestionable yvalid- 
ity, a contract which ought not to be 
abrogated or modified, save with the 
consent of both the parties to the con- 


saying: 


| tract.” 


Lord Lansdowne then considers the 


| Senate amendments, declaring that the 


Clayton-Bulwer treaty is “hereby super- 


seded,” opposing this contention. He 
lays most stress, however, upon the 


senate amendments, and says 
they present more formidable diflicul- 
ties. On these he says: 

“The first of them, which reserves to 
the United States the right of taking 
any measures which they may find 
necessary to secure by their own forces 
the defense of the United States, ap- 
pears to his majesty’s government to 


jinvolve a distinct departure from the 


principles which had until now found 
acceptance with both governments; the 
principle, mamely, that in time of war, 
as well as ip time of peace, the passage 
of the canal is to remain free and un- 
impeded, and is to be so maintained 
by the power or powers responsible for 


}its control.” 


He takes issue with the proposition

Kitchener Reports Successful Engage- 
ment of His Trocp: Near Ventersdorp 

London, March 26.—The war office 
has received the following dispatch 
from Lord Kitchener, dated Pretoria, 
Mareh 25: 

“Badington’s foree, including Shekle- 
ton’s column, attacked Delarey, 1500 
strong, southwest of Ventorsdorp, and, 
having defeated him, followed him up 
rapidly, with the result that the Boer 
rear guard was driven in and their con- 


voy, including the guns, captured at 
Vaalbank. Our troops displayed great 


gallantry and dash. ‘They captured 
two 15-pounder guns, one pom-pom, six 
Maxims, 320 rounds of big smmunition, 
15,000 rounds of small ammunition, 160 
rifles, 53 wagous and 24 carts, besides 
taking 140 prisoners. Our losses were 
slight. Many Boers were killed or 
wounded.”

MILK WAR IN SIGHT 


New England Producers Fail to Agree 
With the Contractors 

Loston, March 27.—As a result of 
a meeting held here yesterday between 
the milk contractors and the directors 
of the New England Milk Producers’ 
union, President Ward of the union 
stated last night that it is probable 
there will be a milk war, as all milk 
deliveries to Boston have been ordered 
off until a satisfactory arrangement is 
made with the contractors. Mr. Ward 
further stated that it is likely the de- 
liveries will stop at once. 

One of the mest important meetings 
of the farmers of New England, to 
take action on the milk question, was 
held during the day, there being about 
300 milk producers from all sections of 
New England in attendance. The dele- 
gates voted as a unit to accept nothing 
but straight prices of 52 cents a.can, and 
no surplus. This meeting was followed 
hy one between the milk contractors 
and the directors of the New England 
Milk I’roducers’ union, but no decision 
was reached on the question of the 
price of milk for the six months be- 
tween April 1 and Oct. 1. 

While the milk producers voted to 
accept 32 cénts and no surplus, de- 
livered in Boston, the contractors voted 
not to give over 30 cents a can of 8% 
quarts, and further desired a varying 
from month to month, according 
to the amount of milk placed on the 
market. If there should be a great 
supply during any month, the contrac- 
tors want to pay a lower price during 
that month. After a long discussion 
it was found that no satisfactory de- 

ision could be reached, and the meet- 
ing adjourned, after which the farmers 
returned to their homes.

MOROCCO MUST SETTLE 


Admiral Rogers Will Assist In Enfore- 
ing Our Demands Uf Necessary 

Washington, March 27.—Admiral Rog- 
ers cables from Tangier, Morocco, to 
the navy department that he arrived at 
that port yesterday on the New York. 
He is to take United States Consul Gen- 
eral Gummere to Marzagan. 

Upon being advised by the navy de- 
partinent that the New York had ar- 
rived at Tangier, the state department 
iminediately sent a cablegram to Con- 
sul General Gummere, directing him 
to board the New York at once and go 
forward on his special mission. Some- 
thing is left to Mr. Gunimere’s discre- 
tion as to the execution of the details, 
and it is for him to say whether he will 
be satistied if the sultan and court meet 
him half way at Mazargan, or whether 
he will proceed ace ording to the original 
program directly to Morocco City. 

It probably will make no difference 
in principle, provided the necessary ex- 
planations are afforded for the treat- 
ment our consul has received. and 
provision be made for settling the 
claims. They are not very large in the 
aggregate; probably $60,000 will cover 
them all, or less than half an indemnity 
that was summarily collected by Ger- 
many a short time ago on a precisely 
similar class of claims. But it can be 
stated that if the court does not appear 
at Mazargan by the third week in April, 
then Consul General Gummere will go 
to Morocco City, 


An Unusual ‘Procedure 

Chicago, March 27.—The grand jury 
yesterday returned an indictment 
charging conspiracy against Miss Marie 
Defenbach, who has been dead several 
months. Miss Defenbach came to her 
death mysteriously in connection swith 
an alleged scheme to swindle life in- 
surance comypilies, The procedure 
was to have her mentioned as a con- 
spirator, in order that certain evidence 
may be introduced at the trial. Miss 
Defenbach, the evidence shows, was 
interested in the alleged conspiracy. 
New indictments were also voted 
against Ff. W. Brown, Dr. A. M. Unger 
and Frank H. Smiley, charged with en- 
gaging in a conspiracy to defrand in- 
surance companies.

A PLEA BY COUNSEL SISK 


In Which He Refers to the Stain and 
Cromwell Case and Asks the Jury 
Not to Make a Similar Mistake In 
the Case of His Client 


Salem, Mass.. March 28.—Mr. Sisk, 
counsel for John C. Best, finished bis 
argument this morning, and Attorney 
General IKuewlton began to sum up fot 
the government. The charge will be 
given to the jury by Judge Fox. ‘The 
case will probably be in the hands of 
the Jury this afternoon, and it is pos 
sible that a verdict may be reached by

period of four hours in all, over an hour

You hay 
almost the power of the Creator. You 
ean say ‘live’ or you can say ‘die,’ 

“No person can say that George Eb. 
Bailey was not alive on Oct. 10. No 
person can say that ke was not mur- 
dered, if he was murdered at all, in 
Middlesex county. Because Dr. Pink- 
ham said that the man had not eaten 
for three hours when death came t 
him, did not signify that he was not 
alive on Oct. 10.7 

Mr. Sisk then called attention to the 
Stain and Cromwell case, remarking 
that fortunately capital punishment 
iid not exist in Maine. In that case 
an influential newspaper with great re- 
sources went back. picked up the 
threads step by step, and if there was 
ever 2 case where fair-minded men 
could say that an error had been made 
that was one. Through the work of 
that paper these men had been liberated 
by the governor and council, against 
the protest of the attorney general. “If 
an error is made here,” he said, “it will 
be of no consequence to Best if it is 
discovered 10 years hence, because Best 
will be dead. Such is the law in this 
state.” 

Mr. Sisk cited another case in which 
a similar error had been made, in which 
case the suspected and condemned man 
had been hanged, and afterwards found 
to have been innocent. He did not 
want any such mistake made here. 

The meaning of the grand jury in- 
dictment was simply that the jurors 
thought the man ought to be given a 
trial. “That man sitting there,” he 
said, “is presumed to be innocent until 
you, by your verdict, say otherwise. 
One juror in recent times assumed to be 
a part of the court, and had remarked 
after the session: ‘Well, we convicted 
every man this term,’ with as much sat- 
isfaction as though it were his sole busi- 
ness to convict people.’ He told the 
jurors that the judgment of the jurors

Mr. Sisk claimed that no person had 
testified that Best had said that he was 
soing to get rid of Bailey, as the dis- 
trict attorney claimed would be shown.

tary as Ending the Inurrection 

Boston, March 28.—Senor Sixto Lo- 
pez, formerly secretary of Aguinaldo, 
was informed of the report this morning 
announcing the capture of the noted 
Filipino leader, and was asked if he had 
any comment to make upon it.

Later the two men were ordered to 
get off the car. The appearance of the 
superintendent was the signal for an- 
other outbreak. ‘The police surrounded 
the men, but Spears fell senseless, with 
a deep gush in the jaw, inflicted by a 
stone thrown by a inember of the mob. 
The officers then drew their revolvers 
and succeeded in dispersing te crowd. 
No arrests were made.

Macabebes, all of whom spoke Tagalog 
fluently. Twenty wore insurgent uni- 
forms, and the others the dress of Fil- 
ipino laborers. This Macabebe com- 
pany, well armed, was commanded by 
Captain Russell T, Hazzard. With him 
was his brother, Lieutenant Oliver LP. 
M. Hazzard. Captain Newton was 
taken because of his familiarity with 
Casiguaran bay and Lieutenant Miteh- 
ell went as General Funston's aides. 
These were the only Americans accom- 
panying the leader of the expedition, 

With the Macabebes were four ex- 
insurgent officers, one being a Spaniard 
and the other three Tagalogs, whom 
General Funston trusted implicitly, 

General Funston aud the American 
officers wore plain blue shirts and khaki 
trousers. ‘They carried each a half 
blanket, but wore no insignia of rank. 
The Macabebes were carefully instruct- 
ed to obey the orders of the four ex-in- 
surgent officers. 

On the night of March § the party em- 
barked on the United States gunboat 
Vicksburg. At 2 a. m., March 14, the 
Vieksburg put her lights out and ran 
in shore 25 miles south of Casiguran. 
The party lauded aud marched to Cas- 
{guran. The Americans had never gar- 
risoned this place, and the inhabitants 
are strong insurgent sympathizers 
Having arrived there the ex-insurgent 
officers, ostensibly commanding the 
party, announced that they were on 
the way to join Aguinaldo, that they 
had surprised an American survey 
party and that they had killed a num- 
ber, capturing five. They exhibited 
General Funston and the other Ameri- 
cans as their prisoners. 

The insurgent president of Castguran 
believed the story. Two of the Lacuna 
letters, previously concocted, were for- 
warded to Aguinaldoat Palanan, Gen- 
eral Funston and the others were kept 
imprisoned for three days, surrepti- 
tlously giving orders at night. 

On the morning of March 17, taking 
a small quantity of cooked corn, the 
party started on a 90-mile march to 
Palanan. ‘The country Is rough and un- 
inhabited and provisions could not be 
secured. The party was almost 
starved. Wading swift rivers, climb- 
ing precipitous mountains and pene- 
trating dense jungles, they marched 
seven days and nights, and on March 
22 had reached a point eight miles from 
Palanan. They were now so weak 
that it was necessary to send to Aguin- 
aldo’s camp for food. Aguinaldo dis-

‘The 
Macabebes opened tire, but their aim 
was rather ineffective, and only three 
insurgents were killed. The rebels re- 
turned the fire. On hearing the firing, 
Aguinaldo, who evidently thought his 
men were merely celebrating the arrival 
of reinforcements, ran to the window 
and shouted: “Stop that foolistness. 
Quit wasting ammunition.” 

Hilario Placidio, one of the Taglog 
officers and a former insurgent major, 
who was wounded in the lung by the 
fire of the Kausas regiment at the battle 
of Caloocan, threw his arms around 
Aguinaldo, exclaiming: “You are a 
prisoner of the Americans,” 

Colonel Villia, Aguinaldo’s chief of 
staff, Major Alambra and others at- 
tacked the men who were holding Ag: 


uinaldo. VPlacidio shot Villia in the 
shoulder. Alambra jumped out of the 
window and attempted to cross the 
river. It is supposed that he was 


drowned. Five other insurgent  offi- 
cers fought for a few minutes, and then 
fled, making their escape.

In Russia Easter is the one great festi- 
val of the year. The Passage From 
Darkness to Light, the Opener of the 
Gates of Paradise, the Sanctifier of the 
Faithful, are a few of the names which 
the Russians have given to Easter Sun- 
day. On Saturday night all the churches 
and chapels are crowded with people 
dressed in new and bright clothes. Ther 
are no seats in Russian churches, so ev- 
erybody is obliged either to stand or 
kneel. A few minutes before midnight 
the service begins. “After a solemn chant 
the priests lead the people in a procession 
all about the church. Then, just at the 
stroke of 12, it is announced from the al- 
tar that Christ is risen. At the word the 
worshiper who stands nearest the officiat- 
ing priest lights his candle from that car- 
ried by the latter. He in turn passes the 
light on to the people about him, and in a 
few minutes the whole building ts ablaze 
with lights. Then is exchanged the Eas 
ter kiss, which is the most unique of Eas 
ter customs in Russia. 

The whole congregation passes by the 
priest, each kissing him three times, once 
on the forehead and on either cheek, and 
being kissed in return, 

The exchange of kisses, followed by 
presents of Easter eggs, is almost univer- 
sal among all classes of Russians, In 
the boys’ schools all the pupils are salut- 
ed by the head master. Friends and re- 
lations kiss each other on the streets, and 
the Easter lily takes the place of the mis 
tletoe among the peasants. 

All along the sides of the street on Eas- 
ter night saucers containing a lighted 


wick and filled with melted tallow are 
placed to light the way of Easter revel 
ers, 


In the mountain heights of the Aus- 
trian Tyrol bands of musicians wander 
about on Easter eve, climbing from valley 
to valley and stopping before every farm- 
house to Easter The 
singers bright garments, 


sing the carols, 


wear colored 


and their wide brimmed hats are festoon- | 


ed with flowers and ribbons. As it grows 
dusk they are joined by bands of children 


who carry flaring torches and escort the | 


minstrels from house to house. The chil- 
dren also carry baskets, which are filled 
with Easter eggs at each farmhouse. At 
the homes of those who are well off wine 
and other refreshments are also set be 
fore the Easter singers. 

On the island of Amorgos, which is the 
outlying island in the territory of Greece, 
the Easter celebration centers about the 
three sacred silver icons which are kept 
in 2 wonderful monastery. 

In days long gone by the people in Eng- 
land and the clergy used to play together 
at ball inside the churches for prizes of 
tansy cakes, and within recent times it 
has been the custom for the clerk in 
some parishes to go about on Easter day 
distributing small white cakes among the 
parishioners, receiving money in return. 

In the old English town of Chester the 
practice of lifting was once carried on in 
a much more clegant manner than pre- 
vailed elsewhere. The gay gallants of the 
town started out in the morning of Eas- 
ter Monday, carrying with them a throne 
or chair covered with white silk and trim- 
med with streamers and festoons of flow- 
ers. It was their privilege to force every 
pretty girl they met to take a seat in the 
throne and then be carried along on the

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STATUS OF AGUINALDO 


| ——$__— ——— 
| Will Probably Be Held as a 
Military Prisoner 


CHARGE OF HIGH TREASON 


Could Be Brought Against Him, but 

it Is Not Likely to Be Done — May 
| Aid the Government In Bringing 
| About Normal Conditions 


| Washington, March 29.—The war de- 
| partment has not had time as yet to 
consider the exact status of Aguinaldo, 
whether he is to be tried, and what pun- 
ishment, if any, is to be meted out to 
him. But there are certain general 
principles which are said to be clearly 
established, and the first question asked 
is as to whether Aguinaldo is to be 
tried as a military or a civil offender, 

If he is to be regarded as having com- 
| mitted treasonable acts, or fomenting 
an insurrection against the United 
States government, then the trial would 
be of a civil character, for these are 
political offenses against the authority 
of the United States government, and 
are uot offenses under the articles of 
war to be tried by a military court-mar- 
tial or commission. 

It is hardly expected that the rigorous 
procedure for treason would be adopt- 
j}ed. It is presumed that Aguinaldo will 
| be held, for the present at least, as a 
military prisoner. If tried as such, it 
|} would be because he

| subject shows that the warfare in the 
Philippines has not given Aguinaldo

}such a strict military status as to re- 
lieve him from the higher and graver 
civil offenses of high treason. At the 
}same time, there is little belief that 
| this offense will be charged, the idea 
being that he will be held as a prisoner 
without any definite determination of 
his status, and perhaps in time be 
granted amnesty on condition that he 
leave the country. 

The administration officials are not 
prepared to say what is to be done with 
|} Aguinaldo. It seems certain that none 
lof them have any idea that any bodily 
| punishment will be inflicted upon him. 
“It Is yet too early to say what will be 
done with the rebel chieftain,” said 
one of the cabinet officers last night. 
“The matter has not yet received any 
consideration by the president or cab- 
inet since his capture.” 

Much will depend upon the future 
of the course taken by Aguinaldo in de- 
termining what his punishment shall 
be. If, as indicated by General Mac- 
Arthur, he issues an address to the Fil- 
ipinos advising a general surrender 
aud the acceptance of American  su- 
premacy in the Philippines, he may be 
of considerable service to the govern- 
ment in bringing about normal condi- 
tions. 

The adwinistration will be disposed 
to take advantage of any practical ser- 
vice the chieftain may be to the gov- 
; ernment, providing his acts show him 
,to be sincere. Or, it is suggested, it 
may be determined to send him away 
from Manila, probably to the island of 
Guam. ‘The suggestion that Aguinaldo 
be banished seems popular with some 
government officials and in this con- 
|; nection they instance the act of Great 
Britain in sending General Cronje to 
the island of St. Helena. 

General MacArthur has cabled addi- 
tional particulars of the capture of Ag- 
}uinaldo. The most important state- 
ment in his cablegratn is as follows: 

“I hope for a speedy cessation of hos- 

tilities throughout the archipelago as 
a consequence of this stroke. Asa re- 
sult of conferences now in progress it 
is probable that Aguinaldo will issue 
an address, advising general surrender, 
delivery of arms and acceptance of 
| American supremacy.” 
General MacArthur says that all 
| credit must be given to General Funs- 
ton for the capture of Aguinaldo, and 
| recommends that he be made a briga- 
dier in the regular army. 

The conferences in “probable prog- 
ress” referred to in the dispatch are 
believed at the war department to mean 
conferences with other insurgent lead- 
ers by army officers or by the Taft 
commission.

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NEBRASKA CONTEST ENDED 


J. H. Millard and Governor Dietrich 
Chosen For United States Senators 
Lincoln, March 20,—After a deadlock 

of 2%% months, the Republicans of Ne 

braska nominated J. K. Millard and 

Governor C. H. Dietrich for the long 

and short term, respectively, in the 

United States senate. Mr. Millard will 

assume the seat of Senator Thurston, 

while Governor Dietrich takes the seat 
of the late Senator Hayward. 

Joseph K, Millard and Charles H. 
Dietrich are both bankers. Neither 
has been prominent in politics until 
within the last year. 

Senator-elect Millard was born in 
Hamilton, Out., in 1836. He came to 
Nebraska in 1856 and has since resided 
there. He was the founder of the 
Omaha National bank, of which insti- 
tution he is still the president. He has 
never held a public office. 

Charles K. Dietrich, elected for the 
short term, is governor of Nebraska 
and president of the German National 
bank of Hastings. He was born in 
Aurora, Ills., ip 1853, and came to this 
state in 1887. Prior to his nomination 
for governor on the Republican ticket 
last year he had never been in polities. 

Governor Dietrich’s election to the 
senate will raise Lieutenant Governor 
Savage to the office of governor, which 
the former will vacate on his qualifica- 
tion as senator. 


Why Yang Yu Hasn’t Signed 

St. Petersburg, March 20.—Last Mon- 
day, when the world expected that the 
Russo-Chinese convention as to Man- 
churia would be signed, the Russian 
foreign oftice received word that the 
Chinese minister at St. Petersburg, 
Yany Yu, had fallen and been seriously 
injured. This news was received at 
the time with a grain of salt, but it is 
now known that Yang Yu slipped ona 
wax floor, bruising his elbow and leg 
and hurting his head, and is consequent- 
ly confined to his bedroom.

within the statute and the manufacture 
and sale thereof or otfer for sale of the 
same is a misdemeanor of the law of 
Ohio.” 


Higher Wages For Puddlers 

Reading, Pa., March 29.—Nearly 1500 
of the Reading Iron company’s em- 
ployes received a voluntary increase in 
wages yesterday, some nearly 10 per- 
cent.

BEST IS FOUND GUILTY 


Shows No Emotion at An- 
mouncement of Verdict 


FACE WORE USUAL SMILE 


Throughout the Closing Rours of the 
Trial and Even When Jurors’ De- 
cision Was Made Known — Counsel 
Files a Motion For a New [rial 


Salem, Mass., March 20.—Guilty of 
murder in the first degree, for the 
death of George E. Bailey, at Break- 
heart Hill furm,, last October, was the 
verdict rendered by the jury last 
night in the trial of John C. Best. 

As soon as the foreman had an- 
nounced the verdict and the legal for- 
malities had been disposed of, Lawyer 
Sisk, for Best, announced his intention 
of preparing a motion to have the ver- 
dict set aside, and to ask for a new 
trial, After informing the court that 
one month wis wanted to file exeep- 
tions, Judge Sherman announced that 
the time would be all right. 

While Best was awaiting the arrival} 
of the jurors, and during the time they 
were engaged in making known the re- 
sult of their deliberations, and even 
when he heard the words “guilty of 
murder in the first degree’ from the 
lips of Foreman Lane, he did not show 
any sign of emotion, but gave his usual} 
smiles to those about him. 

The only way Best showed he was in 
any way interested in the proceedings 
was when once he glanced over the 
shoulders of his counsel at the jury box. 

It was just 11:03 when the judges 
took their seats, and Clerk of Court 
George called the roll of the jurors. 

The prisoner was called, and stood 
erect, and the clerk asked the members 
of the panel if they had agreed upon 
averdict. “We have,” was the answer 
inconeert. ‘hen the clerk said: “What 
say you, Mr. Foreman, is the prisoner at 
the bar guilty or not guilty?” 

Foreman Lane, in a hardly audible 
tone, answered: “Guilty of murder In 
the first degree.” 

When these words were pronounced 
the prisoner's countenance did not 
change, and there was not even a trem- 
ble of the hand. 

Judge Sherman thanked the jurors 
for their faithful service, and said the 
prisoner had a fair trial and very able 
counsel, who had done everything in 
their power for him, and added: “We 
must all be satistied it was a proper 
verdict under the clreumstances,” 

The final adjournment of court was 
made at 11:10 o'clock, when the pris- 
oner put on his hat and coat, without 
a sign of emotion, shook hauds heartily 
with Attorneys Sisk and Clark, a0 


smiled as he left the room, shackled to 
the deputies.

The jury, after retiring, went almost 
immediately to supper, and it was 6:45 
before deliberation on a verdict began. 
Their consideration of the case was an | 
even four hours. 


The crime for which Best is convicted 
was disclosed on the forenoon of Oct, 
17, when two men who were passing 
over the floating bridge in Glenmere 
pond, between Salem and Lynn, saw a 
sack floating on the surface of the pond. 
Gettiug a long pole they drew the ob- 
ject to the bridge, and found in the sack 
the dismembered and headless body of 
amaa. The head, both arms and both 
legs below the knees hud been backel 
off. The bag had been weighted with 
stones, but evideutly had caught on 
some of the projecting timbers of the 
bridge and had not gone to the bottom 
of the pond. Op the following day 
other bags containing the arms, legs 
and head of the victim were found, sim- 
larly weighted, inthe pond. The find- 
ing of the body was immediately con- 
nected with the disappearance of 
George E. Bailey, for whom the police 
had been seeking for several days, and 
the identification was made positive as 
soon as the head, which had not been 
badly mutilated, was found. 

Bailey was caretaker and manager of 
the Breakheart Hill farm, so-called, at 
North Saugus. In his work he was as- 
sisted by Best. Best having worked 
with Bailey, and certain other circum- 
stances seeming to justify the action, 
he was placed under arrest, charged 
with having committed the murder. 
The examination by the medical ex- 
aminer of the remains showed that 
Pailey had been shot twice in the} 
breast, and that the arms, legs and! 
head had been cut off after death, both 
a knife and an axe having been used 
in the operation. The plate where this | 
deed was done has not been discovered | 
by the police.
